A  Supplement  to  the  Ordinance,  entitled,  "  An  Ordinance  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Health  of  the  City,"  approved,  May  22,  1S38. 

Cow  stables  Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
reg-uiated.  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  hav- 
ing a  cow  yard  or  cow  stable,  or  other  enclosure  in  which  a 
cow  or  cows  are  kept,  shall  keep  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  kept 
in  such  manner  as  that  the  filth  thereof  shall  become  a  nuisance 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
the  person  so  keeping  his  or  her  cow  yard,  cow  stable  or  other 
enclosure  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  of- 
fence the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar 
for  each  and  every  day  the  same  shall  be  suffered  to  remain 
after  judgment  for  the  aforesaid  penalty  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  be  and  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Health  and 
each  of  them  in  their  several  districts,  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  by  due  course  of  law  as  in  any  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.

CHAPTER  206. 

An  Act  for  the  better  regulating  the  Harbor  and  Port  of  Baltimore. 

Wheueas,  There  are  millions  of  feet  of  sawed  lumber 
floated  in  raits  into  the  port  of  Baltimore,  and  there  washed 
and  drawn  out  of  the  water,  by  which  large  deposites  of  mud 
are  made  in  said  harbor,  to  the  injury  of  the  navigation  of  ves- 
sels, as  also  adding  much  to  the  expense  of  cleaning  the  docks 
and  harbor  within  the  city  or  port  of  Baltimore — Therefore,

The  Charter  imposes  upon  the  Executive  the  duty  of  laying  be- 
fore you  whatever  of  interest  that  concerns  the  City,  in  relation  to  its 
finances,  receipts  and  expenditures  of  in  wA  health,  for 

the  past  year,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as  are  thought  neces- 
sary for  the  future. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  congratulate  you  on  the  favorable  aufl 
under  which  you  meet.     The  whirlwind  of  passion  and  ex<  it*  meat 
;hat  pervaded   every  section  of  our  wide  extended  country  lb 
fear,  of  which   our  City  had   its  full  share,   has  measurably   i 
iwav,  the  public  mind  is  fast  settling  down  to  the  sober  realil 
ife,  reason  is  again  happily  exercising  its  controlling  influence 
men's  actions;  and  with  the  manifold  blessings  bestowed  upon  u 
[people,  by  an  all-wise  and  good  Providence,  it  will  be  our  fault  if 
lire  do  not  realize  them  to  the  fullest  extent.     The   responsibility  is 
Irreat  upon  those  who  assume  the  duties  of  legislators. 

Your  early  attention  is  called  to  the  division  of  the  City  into  four- 
■en  Wards:  An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  relating 
[jo  the  City  of  Baltimore,  December  session,  1817,  chapter  1  U 
■ires  that,  when  the  number  of  inhabitants  shall  amount  to  ninety 
iousand,  the  City  shall  be  divided  into  fourteen  wauls.  It  rots  with 
(he  Councils  to  say  in  what  manner  it  shall  be  done,  whether  by  a 
sommittee  ot  their  own  body,  or  by  a  board  of  conn  -  appoint- 

ed specially  for  the  purpose.

It  is  very  evident  that  some  more  summary  process  must  be  adopt- 
ed in  the  collection  of  taxes  than  that  heretofore  pursued,  or  else  the 
City  will  be  compelled  to  dishonor  its  obligations,  from  the  inability 
to  meet  the  demands  upon  the  Treasury.  The  only  reliance  is  upor 
the  taxes.  The  borrowing  of  money  to  pay  interest,  or  any  of  the 
demands  upon  the  Treasury,  with  the  present  heavy  indebtedness  oi 
the  City,  is,  I  should  say,  entirely  out  of  the  question.  The  fault  is 
not  altogether  with  the  Collector,  that  the  taxes  are  not  more  prompt 
ly  paid.  If  he  were  to  use  all  the  power  the  law  gives  him,  it  woulc 
still  be  a  slow  process  to  force  them  in.  The  very  numerous  list  o 
payers,  even  if  he  were  to  attempt  to  distrain  on  all  who  are  remiss 
or  backward  in  paying,  (and  that  is  the  only  power  given  him  tha 
could  prudently  be  used,)  it  would  require  a  long  time  to  close  up 
especially  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  many  false  promises 
made  after  distraint,  and  the  unfortunate  willingness  of  the  Collectoi 
to  rely  on  them.  Another  difficulty  is  the  disposition  to  deny  the 
ownership  of  property,  such  as  valuable  lots  with  small  and  trifling 
tenements,  (the  goods  of  the  whole  tenantry,  if  sold  in  the  markei 
under  distress  for  taxes,  would  not  pay  the  officers'  fees.)  There  is 
also  a  large  amount  of  insolvent  persons'  property  in  the  hands  o 
Trustees.  Also  mortgaged  property,  abandoned  by  the  original  own- 
ers ;  which  is  very  difficult  to  find  an  owner  willing  to  pay  the  taxes 
on  it.  Under  the  present  law  it  requires  much  time  and  patience 
To  sue  for  the  taxes  on  this  character  of  property  is  out  of  the  question 
so  uncertain  is  it  to  know  whom  to  sue.  There  is  one  way,  and  onl} 
one,  to  make  your  taxes  available  within  the  year  in  which  the  levy 
is  made. 

You  must  give  the  Collector  the  same  authority  that  he  now  has 
for  the  opening  of  streets.  Make  it  obligatory  on  him  to  deliver  his 
tax  bills  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  in  which  the 
levy  is  made.  Let  notice  be  on  the  bills,  and  also  notice  through  the 
public  papers  to  all  who  have  taxes  to  pay,  that  unless  they  are  paic 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  same  year,  the  property 
will  be  advertised,  at  thirty  days  notice,  and  if  not  then  paid,  cosi 
and  taxes,  it  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash. 

It  may  be  made  subject  to  redemption  within  two  years  as  is  now  the 
law  when  sold  under  judgment  for  taxes  by  paying  all  costs  and  char- 
ges, and  twenty  per  cent,  per  annum  to  the  purchaser  for  the  use  o! 
his  money,  or  as  is  now  the  law  for  opening  of  streets,  sold  clear  of  al 
incumbrances  and  a  fee  title  given.  By  referring  to  page  374 
revised  Ordinances,  you  will  find  the  law. 
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,|     Some  may  suppose  that  it  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  enforce 
Ken  a  law;  that  it  would  be  ?erj  severe  on  the  po 
tax  payers.     I  do  not  think  so.     i   believi  uld  be  much  better 

jfor  them  than  the  present  mode.     The  taxes,  all  know,  paid, 

and  when  once  in  the  habit  of  paying  every  year  it  will  be  much 
easier  for  them,  than  when  they  permit  some  two  or  three  \< 
run  together.  Its  tendency  will  be  to  prevent  the  taxes  from  in 
Kg,  as  it  will  at  once  do  away  the  necessity  o(  borrowing  I 
interest  on  borrowed  money.  It  will  also  prevent  great  injusl 
who  are  in  the  habit  ot*  paying  their  taxes  promptly. 

These  suggestions  are  given  to  the  Council  with  the  firm  convic- 
tion that  the  alternative  is,  either  to  resort  to  some  Bucb  summary 
process  tor  the  collection  ot*  the  taxes,  or  to  sutler  the  credit  of  the 
City  to  be  impaired.  The  latter  cannot  be  thought  of  for  a  moment. 
(In  the  year  1837,  as  much  money  was  collected  for  street  opening 
>r  City  taxes,  without  the  twentieth  part  of  the  complaints  ) 

The  health  of  the  City  the  past  year  has  been  exceedingly  good. 
-We  have  just  cause  of  gratitude  to  Him  who  rules  and  governs  the  des- 
kinies  of  men,  in  preserving  us  free  from  any  character  of  contagious 
[diseases.  The  number  of  interments  for  the  past  year  was  £,236, 
■  being  less  than  the  preceding  year  by  195,)  making  about  two  per 
(cent,  of  the  whole  population,  including  strangers.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration the  mixed  population  that  belongs  to  a  large  sea  port  town,  it 
exhibits  an  exemption  from  fatal  disease,  unparalleled.  We  may,  in- 
deed and  in  truth,  say  our  lot  has  been  cast  in  pleasant  places. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Health  Department,  from  all  the 
(information  furnished  me,  has  failed  to  answer  the  expectations  of 
those  who  were  friendly  to  the  change.  The  former  organization 
jave  much  more  energy  and  efficiency  in  the  execution  of  the  laws 
relating  to  the  department.  The  multifarious  duties  imposed  upon 
the  health  officers  are  such,  that  it  can  hardly  be  expected  of  a  phy- 
sician suited  to  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  board,  would  attend  to 
:hem  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public.  The  former  system,  with 
|:he  health  officer  as  consulting  physician,  would  be  less  expensive, 
ind  afford  greater  security  to  the  health  of  the  City.  For  any  farther 
information,  1  refer  you  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Commis- 
iioners  of  Health.

I  have  received  reports  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road 
Company,  and  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company. 
The  City  having  a  very  large  amount  of  money  invested  in  both 
works,  and  the  very  general  interest  felt  by  the  community  in  their 
success,  the  Councils  should  be  fully  acquainted  with  their  proceed- 
ings. The  reports  are  submitted  for  your  inspection.  The  City  has 
also  a  large  amount  invested  in  the  Tide  Water  Canal  Company, 
from  which  I  have  received  no  report. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Councils  the  propriety  of  establishing 
a  permanent  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  opening  of  streets.  It 
would  impose  no  charge  upon  the  City  Treasury,  but  would  lessen 
much  the  expense  incurred  by  the  present  mode.  Having  often  to 
select  men  unacquainted  with  the  duties  required  of  commissioners, 
much  delay  as  well  as  great  injustice  is  done  to  the  parties  interested. 
It  should   be  imposed  on  them  the  duty  of  having  the  streets  opened 
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after  the  assessments   have  been   paid.     Now,  it   is  nobody's  duty. 
Much  complaint  lias  arisen  from  this  very  cause.

The  necessity  of  having  a  House  of  Industry  and  Correction  for 
the  reclaiming  of  Juvenile  Delinquents  having  bo  often  and  so  forci- 
bly been  brought  to  your  notice,  leaves  nothing  to  be  added  bv  me, 
except  to  concur  fully  in  all  that  has  been  said  in  favor  of  it. 

The  Police  Department,  with  a  very  inadequate  number  ol  men 
attached  to  it,  have  done  as  much  as  could  be  expected  of  them. 
The  City  has  been  entirely  exempt  from  any  very  serious  outbreaks  or 
formidable  combinations  to  disturb  the  public  peace,  except  one  im- 
mediately succeeding  the  Presidential  election.  From  the  strong  and 
decisive  expressions  of  all  good  citizens  at  the  time  against  such 
conduct,  the  lawless  disposed  were  soon  made  sensible  of  their  folly 
and  madness.  As  a  consequence,  order  was  soon  restored.  And  to 
guard  against  any  such  attempts  in  future,  it  may  be  well  to  apprise 
them  that  no  clemency  will  be  shown,  but  the  utmost  rigor  of  the  law 
will  r  e  enforced.  The  new  division  of  the  wards  will  require  two 
additional  police  officers. 

I  have  felt  much  the  necessity  of  the  City  having  a  fiscal  year,  which 
should  end  on  the  30th  of  November.  Now  the  reports  of  the  different 
departments  are  not  made  and  presented  to  the  Executive,  until  the 
day  made  incumbent  by  the  Charter  to  present  his  annual  communica- 
tion to  the  Councils,  so  that  much  matter  of  interest  which  ought  to 
accompany  his  annual  communication,  is  left  out.  The  modification 
of  ordinances,  or  the  recommending  of  additional  legislation,  so  as  to 
enable  the  departments  to  execute  properly  the  duties  required  of  them 
is  entirely  overlooked,  from  the  absolute  impossibility  of  knowing 
what  is  necessary^or  proper  to  recommend  under  the  present  s\ 

The  Public  School  Commissioners  have  not  made  their  report  to 
me,  consequently  1  am  unable  to  give  any  account  in  detail  of  what 
has  been  done  by  them,  except  from  general  reports  and  BOOM  little 
personal  observation.  All  that  I  have  seen  or  heard  give  the  satis- 
factory assurance  that  the  Public  Schools  aie  :  the  high- 
est state  of  prosperity.  Nothing  can  afford  satisfaction  10  tl  en- 
lightened community,  than  the  knowledge  that  through  the  munificence 
of  the  City  Council,  aided  as  they  have  been  in  their  praiseworthy 
efforts,  by  patriotic  and  public  spirited  individuals,  education  ha- 
placed  within  the  reach  of  every  one,  however  humble  or  poor  he  may 
be.     "What  a  triumph  for  modern  civilization,  over  ancient  darkness 
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ami  t.Jse  philosophy.  Then,  the  height  of  patriotism  was  national 
aggrandizement  to  feed  the  body,  now  to  feed  the  mind:  aliment  for 
the  mind  is  a*  absolutely  necessary  as  for  the  body.  Our  happy  sys- 
tem of  Government  depends  for  support  entirely  upon  intelligence  and 
viilue.  All,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  are  immediate  active 
agents  m  carrying  it  on  so  that  with  us,  universal  education  combined 
with  moral  instruction,  constitute  our  only  security.  It  is  the  founda- 
tion and  the  superstructure. 

In  taking  a  general  review  of  our  City,  we  have  much  to  felicitate 
ourselves  on.     The  past  gives  cheering  hopes  for  the  future. 

The  very  great  etforts  making  by  the  temperance  reformers  have 
been  beneficially  felt  already,  and  give  promise  of  much  greater  good 
in  future. 

Religion  and  strict  moral  instruction  is  exerting  a  powerful  influ- 
ence over  both  the  young  and  the  old.  Literary  and  scientific  socie- 
ties are  laudably  ambitious  of  rivalling  each  other  in  the  spreading  of 
light  and  knowledge  before  the  people.  Lyceums  are  springing  up  in 
every  section  of  the  town,  inviting  the  young  men  from  the  haunts  of 
vice  and  wickedness  to  rational  enjoyment,  by  the  improvement  of  the 
mind.  Much  is  due  the  public  press  for  the  able  and  efficient  aid 
afforded  in  carrying  on  the  great  moral  work  of  reform.  To  these 
combined  causes,  we  owe  much  of  our  healthy  and  orderly  condition 
the  past  year.  Less  reliance  upon  law  and  more  upon  moral  influence 
will  give  much  greater  security  to  the  community. 

The  only  cause  for  serious  reflection  is  our  financial  condition 
This,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  holds  out  no  flattering  prospects  for  the  fu- 
ture. The  heavy  indebtedness  of  the  City  to  pay  the  annual  interest 
on  it,  will  require  a  very  burthensome  tax  upon  the  personal  and  real 
property  of  the  City,  amounting  probably  to  one  and  one-fourth  per 
cent,  upon  the  full  value.  To  bear  up  under  it,  will  require  all  our 
fortitude.  The  present  debt  of  the  City  amounts  to  $4,680,870  89 
including  the  amount  of  Stock  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance.  We  are  also  liable  to  be  called  on  this  year,  for  the  balance 
of  subscription  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  of 
$1,000,000,  which  will  make  the  whole  City  debt  $5,680,870  89. 
The  City  is  also  incumbered  with  at  least  one-third  of  the  State  debt, 
for  which  we  are  liable  to  be  taxed,  amounting  to  $5,115,333.  This 
with  our  own,  will  make  the  whole  amount  of  debt  $10,796,203  89, 
for  which  the  property  here  is  liable  to  be  taxed. 

Assuming  the  assessment  of  property  to  be  $50,000,000,  and  the 
interest  on  the  debt  at  6  per  cent,  it  would  require  a  tax  $647,772  23 
to  pay  the  interest  alone.  Add  the  amount  required  for  other  purposes, 
such  as  Alms  House,  City  Court,  County  and  School  tax,  with  other 
necessary  claims  upon  the  Treasury,  it  will  require  at  least  $200,000 
more,  making  in  all  $8 17,722  23,  near  one  and  three-fourths  per  cent, 
on  assessment  to  be  annually  leved. 

If  paving  and  re-paving  and  opening  of  streets  were  included,  it 
would  make  more  than  two  per  cent,  upon  the  whole  property  of  the 
city,  both  real  and  personal,  to  be  paid  annually. 
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I  thought  it  best  to  present  our  financial  condition  in  as  strong  a 
light  as  possible.  It  is  better  to  look  the  evil  in  the  face — to  see  it  in 
all  its  worst  features  so  as  to  be  able  to  apply  the  proper  remedy. 
We  have  voluntarily  incurred  the  obligations,  and  justice  demands  the 
payment.  By  proper  economy,  10  make  no  appropriations  but  such  as 
are  absolutely  required  for  the  public  weal;  create  no  more  debt,  cause 
your  taxes  to  be  collected  promptly.  The  prospect  of  a  return  from 
some  of  the  city's  investments,  the  many  avenues  by  Rail  Roads  and 
Canals  leading  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  inviting  to  active  ex- 
ertions our  merchants  and  business  men;  the  great  abundance  of  pro- 
duce to  come  to  market;  the  prospect  of  a  profitable  business  in  future ; 
the  rapid  increase  of  wealth  and  population  as  a  consequence;  give 
hope  of  a  better  state  of  things  in  future. 

I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  different  departments  for  matters  of 
detail  relating  to  their  respective  offices.     Any  thing  of  interest  will 
freely  be  communicated  to  you,  should  it  occur.

We  herewith  present  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1840. 

We  have  carried  into  effect  the  several  Ordinances  and  Resolu- 
tions appertaining  to  this  department,  past  at  the  last  annual  session  of 
the  City  Council,  and  the  several  extra  sessions  held  during  the  year, 
with  the  exception  of  such  as  will  be  found  referred  to  in  another 
part  of  this  Report. 

In  the  discharge  of  those  duties,  the  appropriations  have  been  ge- 
nerally found  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  different  objects 
for  which  they  were  made.  It  will,  however,  be  seen,  upon  refer- 
ence to  the  accompanying  abstract,  marked  (A,)  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  money  is  due  upon  the  work  already  finished,  a  result  con- 
sequent upon  the  present  depressed  state  of  the  City  Treasury. 

By  Ordinance,  No  8,  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Coun- 
cils, the  City  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  have  fire  plugs  erect- |$f 
ed,  during  the  year,  at  such  points  as  they  might  deem  proper, 
provided  the  expense  annually  did  not  exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  (S750.)  We,  accordingly,  directed  plugs  to  be  erected  at 
the  following  points,  viz: 

Corner  of  Saratoga  and  Holliday  streets, 

"  Pleasant  and  Holliday         do. 

"  Bath  and  Davis  do. 

"  Pleasant  and  Davis  do. 

"  Buren  street  and  Liberty  alley, 

u  Albemarle  and  Trinity  streets, 

u  Garden  and  Monument    do.

All  of  which  have  been  erected,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  the 
corner  of  Pearl  and  Baltimore  streets,  which  will  be  put  up  as  soon 
as  the  ground  is  in  a  fit  condition  to  receive  it. 
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The  Resolution,  approved  October  81,  1839,  nrfatire  to  Franklin 

quart',  was  fully  earned  into  effect  early  last  spring.  The  appro- 
bation, however,  was  not    quite  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense. 

.^he  deficiency  will  be  seen  upon  reference  to  abstract  (A.) 

The  appropriation  for  Repairs  of  Pumps,  has  also  fallen  short  coo- 
iderably  of  the  outlay.  It  will  be  seen,  by  referring  to  our  report 
>r  the  year  ending  December  31,  1839,  that  the    five  thousand  dol- 

irs  (85,000)  appropriated  lor  the  repairs  of  pumps  for  that  \  i  ar  \\.i> 
tpended,  and  a  deficiency,  the  exact  amount  of  which  e  tuld  not  be 
acertained  then,  existed  at  the  time  of  the   report.     The  Councils, 

t  their  annual  session  of  1840,  appropriated  a  like  sum,  five  thou- 
ind  dollars,  (^5,000,)  the  whole  of  which  has  been  expend<  d  during 

lis  year,  in   paying  off  the    balance    then   due,  and    the    bills  due  for 

lis  year,  so  far  as  it  would  meet  them,  leaving  now  due  upon  that 
.'orl>',  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1840,  one  thousand  and 
kirteen  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  (SI ,014  80,)  besides  the  amount 
tiling  due  for  the  last  quarter,  ending  December  31,  1810,  and  which 
annot  now  be  ascertained,  the  bills  not  having  been  received. 

The  Resolution,  No.  o,  directing  the  erection  of  a  weigh-house  at 
le  Bt .

A  reservoir  and  double  pump  have  been  placed  at  the  Fells  Point

840.  The  appropriation  made  in  the  resolution  was  not  snfficieut  to 
leet  the  expense,  and  the  deficiency  will  be  found  by  reference  to 
.bstract  (A.) 

Having  notified  the  owners  of  footways  upon  Lombaid  Btreet,  be- 
veen  Bond  and  Canal  streets,  to  pave  their  footways,  under  the  re- 
uisitions  of  Ordinance,  No.  47,  approved  May  22,  1838,  we  were 
ompelled  at  the  same  time  to  have  paved  the  footways  belonging  to 

e  City,  on   Lombard   and   Spring  streets,  round  the  Eastern   Foun- 

in,  the  cost  of  which  is  sixty-one  dollars  and  seventy  cents, 
£bl  70,)  for  which  we  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation.

We  have  found  it  necessary,  during  this  year,  to  take  down  part  c 
the  wall  binding  on  the  west  side  of  Jones'  Falls,  between  Fleet  an 
Pratt  streets,  and  between  Pratt  and  Lombard  streets,  and  rebuild  i1 
in  consequence  of  the  foundation  having  given  way. 

We  have  contracted  with  Mr.  William  Caldwell  for  building  th 
wooden  bridge,  directed  to  be  erected  over  the  falls  at  Gay  street 
In  consequence,  however,  of  the  lumber  not  having  arrived  until  th'*: 
winter  had  set  in  with  considerable  severity,  we  have  deemed  it  pru^ 
dent  to  defer  the  commencement  of  the  work  until  the  spring. 

A  bill  for  the  amount  expended  by  the  City,  in  walling  up  the  pro 
perty  of  Messrs.  John  C.  White  &  Sons,  upon  the  line  of  the  falls  I 
has  been  handed  to  the  Collector,  with  a  warrant  for  the  collection  o 
the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  upoi  * 
this  subject.    As  this  is  the  largest  claim  which  the  City  holds  agains 
any  of  the  individuals  for  walling  upon  the  line  of  Jones'  Falls,  w<;

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  forty-third  section  of  an  Ordinance,  approved 
May  22,  1838,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  a  statement 


of  our  accounts,  and  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  subjects  committed 
to  our  charge,  viz: 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  have  been,  as  usual,  attended  to, 
and  are  in  good  condition. 

The  Resolution  respecting  Franklin  square  has  been  complied 
with,  two  hundred  and  fifty  loads  of  street  manure  having  been  placed 
thereon,  as  directed  by  the  City  Commissioners. 

The  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  wharves  and  sewers,  have  been  kept  in 
as  clean  a  condition  as  possible,  without  exceeding  the  appropriation 
therefor. 

The  street  manure  meets  a  ready  sale  at  from  fifteen  to  thirty-seven 
and  a  half  cents,  according  to  quality,  for  one  horse  cart  load — it 
will,  however,  be  seen  that  the  amount  received  this  year  falls  short 
of  the  receipts  of  the  preceding  year;  this  is  chiefly  owing  to  all  of 
the  best  manure  in  the  upper  district  being  given  away  to  the  Trus> 
tees  of  the  alms-house,  an  arrangement  that  not  only  diminishes  the 
revenue  from  that  source,  but  interferes  no  little  with  the  operations 
of  the  superintendent  of  that  district.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  loads, 
also,  taken  for  Franklin  square;  there  is  besides  some  money  due  for 
manure  which  will  shortly  be  paid  in. 

Respecting  the  health  of  the  city,  which,  through  the  kindness  of 
Providence,  has  been  unusually  good,  we  beg  leave  to  refer  your  ho-  ^ 
norable  body  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  President  of  the 
Board. 

The  annual  report  of  interments,  prepared  by  the   Secretary,  will 
be  laid  before  you  when  received  from  the  printer.

From  established  usage,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report  to  you, 
my  official  capacity,  such  facts  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  city 
as  I  deem  necessary. 

It  has  pleased  the  All  wise  giver  of  all  good,  to  bless  our  city  with 
an  unbounded  continuation  of  good  health ;  there  has  been  no  epide- 
mic disease  of  any  kind,  to  mar  the  general  health  of  the  city  ;  we 
have  only  had  to  encounter  the  diseases  of  which  we  are  at  all  time 
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ts 


liable.  You  will  perceive  by  reference  to  the  bill  of  mort.il ity  for 
the  year  1810,  there  has  been  one  hundred  and  ninety-fire  deaths  less 
than  there  was  in  the  year  1889,  and  that  year  (1^3!))  there  was  two 
■hundred  and  sixty  less  than  the  year  preceding. 

The  vaccination  of  the  city,  still  continues  with  considerable  benefit 
to  the  inhabitants  generally,  whenever  there  has  been  a  case  of  small 
Jpox,  or  varioloid,  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health,  the  neighborhood 
I  Das  been  immediately  visited  by  the  vaccinator  of  the  district,  and  all 
t persons  subject  to  the  disease  vaccinated,  by  that  means  it  has  been 
:  arrested  on  the  threshold,  and  prevented  from  extending. 

There  has  been   some  localities,    in  the  vicinity  of  some  of  the 

i  wharves    and    water  courses,   subject  to  bilious  lever  of    rather    a 

Ihigher  grade  than  usual,  which,  as  soon  as  it  was  known  to  the  Board 

of  Health,  they  were  immediately  visited  by   the  Board,  and  such 

Remedial  measures   taken,  as  prevented  a  continuation  of  the  disease  ; 

land  the  neighborhood  soon  returned  to  its  usual  good  health. 

There  has  been  some  difficulty  in  getting  the  names  of  owners  of 
vacant  lots  in  the  western  and  south-western  parts  of  the  city,  on 
"which  pools  of  stagnant  water  remained  thereon;  when  found,  there 
has  been  no  difficulty  in  having  them  drained  or  filled  up ;  there  still 
remains  a  large  quantity  of  unimproved  ground,  that  will  hereafter  re- 
quire the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health ;  the  lots  in  the  inhabited 
parts  of  the  city,  which  have  required  tilling  up,  we  have  had  no  con- 
troversy with  the  owners  thereof,  they  have  cheerfully  complied  with 
the  notices  of  the  Board. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  close  this  report,  with  congratulating  you, 
gentlemen,  and  the  citizens  generally,  on  the  uninterrupted  ^ood 
health  that  the  city  has  enjoyed  for  the  last  twelve  months;  and  I  hope 
there  will  be  a  continuation  of  it.

In  an  accordance  with  the  annual  duty  of  the  Health  Officer,  I  beg 
leave   respectfully   to  report,  that  during  the  six  months  of  active  ft 
quarantine,   beginning   first  of   May  and  terminating  31st  October, 
1840, 1  have  boarded  85  ships,  204  brigs  and  485  schooners,  making 
a  total  amount  of  receipts  from  those  vessels  of  $ 2,296,  from   which 
deduct  10  percent,  commission  leaves  the  net  sum  of  2,066  dollars  and  Ij 
40  cents  paid  to  the  Register  as  directed  by  the  Ordinance.     The 
office  expenses,  including  the  hire  of  boatmen,  office  rent,  my  salary  m 
and  incidental  expenses  of  the  boat  during  the  time,  amounted  to 
gl, 483  70,  leaves  a  balance  of  g582  30  in  favor  of  the  city. 

The  whole  number  of  foreign  passengers  who  have  arrived  during  joe 
the  quarantine  for  this  year,  is  about  6,753,  and  with  the  exception  of 
those  who  arrived  in  three  of  the  vessels,  were  generally  healthy 
people. 

The  three  vessels  alluded  to  above,  and  two  others  that  arrived 
previous  to  the  first  of  May,  are  all  that  have  arrived  bringing  with  Ih 
them  cases  of  small  pox  on  board.  These  vessels  I  had  placed  in 
quarantine  and  subjected  to  such  management  as  I  thought  proper  to 
save  the  city  from  the  influence  of  the  contagion  of  that  disease.  In 
this,  I  am  happy  to  say,  I  have  succeeded.

during  the  past  year,  and  so  far  as  our  knowledge  extends,  we  have  nc  D 
hesitation  in  giving  it  as  the  opinion  of  this   Board,  that  the  Warder T 
has  rendered  entire  satisfaction  to  the  public  generally. 

From  the  report  of  Dr.  Dion  Downes,  attending  Physician  of  the 
Jail,  215  prisoners  have  been  under  treatment,  from  1st  February  tc 
26th  November,  1840,  and  from  his  successful  practice,  but  one  single 
death  has  occurred.

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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Honorable 

The  JMayor  unci  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

JENTLEMEN I 

In  compliance  with  the  "  Ordinance  relating  to  Public  Schools," 
the  Commissioners  present  their  report  for  the  year  1840,  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Council  in  January,  con- 
vened February  3d,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Thomas  Kelso, 
President;  Joseph  King,  Jr.,  Treasurer;  and  Thomas  M.  Locke, 
Secretary.  Subsequently  Mr.  J.  W.  Tilyard  was  appointed  Clerk  to 
e  Board  by  direction  of  "a  supplement  to  an  Ordinance,"  &.c.  passed 
March  16th. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Charles  and  Mr.  Wm.  Willson,  (Howard  street,) 
fcave  resigned  their  places  at  the  Board.  J.  W.  Randolph  and  Jesse 
ShnglufF  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies.  Mr.  Charles'  busi- 
less  avocations  requiring  his  presence  during  school  hours,  prevented 
lim  from  devoting  the  time  necessarily  required  of  a  Commissioner. 
Mr.  Willson  finding  his  business  engagements  demanded  his  exclusive 
ttention,  particularly  during  the  fall  months,  induced  him  to  resign. 
lis  resignation  was  received  with  reluctance  by  the  Board.  We 
annot  omit  an  allusion  to  his  valuable  and  efficient  services  as  a  Com- 
missioner.    His  duties  were  performed  with  energy  and  ability. 

During  the  year,  the   Commissioners  have  erected   a  substantial 
rick  school  house  on  the  lot  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  corner 
f  Monument  and  Forrest  streets.     The  building  fronts  sixty-rive  feet 
n  Monument  street,  running  back  forty-three  feet,  is   two   stories 
igh,  has  two  rooms  on  a  floor,  and  a  passage  eight  feet  wide,  running 
brough  the  centre.     The  building  has  been  constructed  to   conform 
3  the  simultaneous  system  of  instruction  ;  each  room  is  calculated  to 
eat  one  hundred  scholars,  and  the  whole  building  capable  of  receiv- 
es; four  hundred  pupils.     The   work  was  begun  in  June  last,  and 
nished   in  October,  by  Messrs.  Shipley  &  May,  for  |5,1  II   64,  in- 
luding  all  expenses  for  the  building,  except  deskfl  and  other  6chool 
irniture,  and  has  been  completed  frith  satisfaction  to  the  Board. 
The  school  was  opened  on  the  1  8th  day  of  October,  and  the  B 
re  gratified  to  state,  that  it  has  been  tilled*  with  a  rapidity  unparalleled 
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in  the  history  of  our  public  schools;   a  fact  which  furnishes  the  most 
cheering  evidence  of  their  high  estimation  and  growing  popularity. 

The  male  departments  of  schools  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  have  been  divided, 
by  running  partitions  across  them,  making  two  separate  rooms  in  each 
of  these  buildings.  The  alterations  are  believed  to  be  decided  im- 
provements, although  a  different  opinion  is  entertained  by  several 
members  of  the  Guard. 

The  object  contemplated  in  making  the  division,  is  to  secure  better 
opportunities  to  the  teachers,  in  prosecuting  their  labours  in  their  re- 
spective apartments.  The  alteration  was  first  made  in  No.  3,  in  the 
spring.  -Nlost  of  the  Commissioners  were  convinced  of  the  advan- 
tages gained  by  the  change,  directed  the  same  alterations  to  be  made 
in  male  schools  Nos,  1  and  2.  The  smallest  of  these  rooms,  as  now 
divided,  will  accommodate  over  one  hundred  boys. 

The  Commissioners  regret  to  state,  that  they  have  been  compelled  to 
defer  the  building  of  a  school  house  in  the  north  western  part  of  the 
citv,  as  contemplated  by  them  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  owing 
to  the  derangement  of  the  city  finances  during  the  summer.  A  suita- 
ble lot  for  the  purpose  has  been  procured,  and  the  Board  expect  to 
witness  its  erection  within  the  ensuing  year.  The  building  has  been 
deferred  too  long  already.  The  necessity  of  prompt  action  in  this 
matter,  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact,  that  no  more  scholars  can  be 
admitted  into  No.  1,  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets,  for  want 
of  room. 

Two  rooms  belonging  to  the  Firemen's  Insurance  Company,  corner 
of  South  and  Second  streets,  have  been  procured  for  the  use  of  the1" 
High  School.     The  Board  being  anxious  to  have  this  school  located  ^ 
in  a  more  conspicuous  situation,  had  it  removed  to  these  rooms,  Sep- 
tember 1st.     Although  they  are  not  entirely  adapted  to  the  accommo-  J 
dation  of  the  school,  yet  they  are  centrally  located,  and  will  suit  the" 
purposes  intended,  until  a  building  more   particularly  designed  foi" 
such  an   institution,  can  be  erected.     The  wisdom  of  the  Mayor  anc  K 
City  Council  in  recommending  the  establishment  of  this  school,  be-  ^ 
comes  more  fully  developed  by  daily  experience.     The  unequivoca 
and  happy  influence  it  exerts  by  the  increase  of  pupils  in  the  primarj 
schools  is  incalculable.     That  it  will,  under  judicious  management 
continue  to  be  a  powerful  auxiliary  in   sustaining  the  whole  system 
cannot  be  doubted.     By  a  regulation  of  the  Board,  pupils  cannot  gair*1 
admission  into  the   Hisrh    School,   without   Dassins:   through  one  o 
the   primary  schools;  thus,  it  secures  to  them  a  description  of  pa 
tronage  unknown   prior  to  its  existence.     The  Board  highly  appre 
ciate  this  branch  of  the  school  system  as  a  most  potent  agent  in  dissi 
paring  any  prejudice  that  may  possibly  exist  against  the  schools. 

Various  opinions  may  have  been  entertained  by  those  interested  i 
the  prosperity  oi  public  schools  when  the  Mayor  and  Council  recom 
mended  the  establishment  of  the  High  School.  The  short  period  of01 
its  progress  has  fully  demonstrated  its  utility,  and  has  given  the  mos 
satisfactory  evidence  of  its  importance  to  the  vital  interests  of  th 
public  school  system. 
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In  the  High  School,  arc  collected  bucIi  boys  as  have  made  the 
greatest  proficiency  in  the  primary  schools.  At  the  examination 
held  for  this  purpose  in  September,  twenty-seven  boy*  were  selected 

to  be  placed  in  this  school;  making  the  whole  Dumber  in  attendance 
sixty-three.  Here  the  pupils  air  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  the 
higher  branches  of  literature.  The  best  facilities  are  provided  to  im- 
part a  thorough  English  education.  Reading,  writing,  English  u 
mar, geography,  mathematics,  history,  philosophy,  &c.,  are  particularly 
attended  to.  Classical  literature  is  also  taught ;  yet  the  pupils  are  not 
required  to  appropriate  much  of  their  time  to  this  branch  of  study,  until 
they  have  made  extensive  advancements  in  a  respectable  English  edu- 
cation. The  school  is  well  conducted,  ami  its  pupils  certainly  enjoy 
extraordinary  opportunities  for  improvement.  The  school  will  bear 
comparison  with  the  very  best  seminaries  of  learning  in  our  city. 
And  as  its  reputation  becomes  more  fully  known  as  it  progresses,  it 
will  continue  to  stimulate  the  boys  in  the  primary  schools  to  diligence 
in  their  studies  ;  and  will  serve  to  secure  the  co-operation  ol  parents 
with  the  teachers  in  the  improvement  of  their  scholars  ;  because  their 
promotion  to  the  High  School  is  considered  a  reward  of  merit. 

The  services  of  assistant  teachers  continue  to  give  general  satisfac- 
tion. The  advantages  gained  by  this  system  of  instruction  are  ninny  ; 
it  is  beneficial,  not  only  by  giving  the  smaller  and  less  advanced  scho- 
lars better  opportunities,  but  it  also  affords  more  time  for  the  princi- 
pals to  devote  to  the  instruction  of  farther  advanced  scholars,  under 
heir  immediate  supervision.  The  employment  of  assistants  has  con- 
iributed  to  the  increase  of  scholars  in  all  the  schools. 

Miss  M.  Godman  has  lately  been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
smaller  boys  in  the  male  department  of  No.  5,  as  an  assistant  to  Mr. 
Robinson.  Several  members  of  the  Board  entertain  the  opinion,  that 
1  female  teacher  is  as  competent  to  instruct  boys  in  the  rudiments  of 
earning  as  a  male  teacher; — their  services  may  be  obtained  at  less 
:ost.  The  appointment  has  been  made  for  a  limited  time  ;  so  that,  in 
ase  the  plan  should  not  succeed  it  may  be  abandoned,  after  giving  it 
1  trial,  without  injury  to  the  school. 

The  experiment  of  last  winter  in  opening  a  night  school,  apj 
o  have  been  so  favorably  received  and  patronized,  that  the  Board 
vere  induced  to  open  the  male  departments  of  all  the  primary  schools 
or  the  reception  of  night  scholars  on  the  first  Monday  evening  in 
STovcmber.  The  principals  are  engaged  in  their  respective  schools; 
he  assistants  are  also  engaged  in  schools  Nos.  2,  3  and  4.  Upwards 
f  430  night  scholars  are  in  attendance  ;  their  deportment  in  school  is 
xemplary,  and  their  strict  attention  to  their  studies  reflects  credit  on 
bemselves  as  well  as  on  their  instructors.  The  order  and  quie 
bserved  in  the  public  night  schools  have  pleased  and  gratified  the 
Commissioners  and  other  occasional  visiters. 

But  few  changes  have  been  made  amongst   'he  teachers  during   the 
ear.     Mr.  Gibson,  formerly  assistant  in    N  -  been  appointed 

rincipal  of  No.  2.      Mr.   James   Crap>t<  1  was  nt   to

All  these  schools  appear  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition ;  the  exami 
nations  within  the  year  have  given  much  satisfaction.  A  commenda 
ble  spirit  of  emulation  pervades  amongst  the  teachers,  and  their  pupil 
give  evidence  of  their  qualification  and  industry.  The  unusually  largi 
and  respectable  number  of  spectators  in  attendance  at  most  of  thj 
schools  during  the  late  examinations,  expressed  their  gratification  a 
the  proficiency  of  the  scholars.  The  system  of  simultaneous  exercises 
so  favorably  displayed  on  these  occasions,  appears  to  have  becom 
triumphant  over  every  objection,  and  now  meets  with  universal  appro 
bation. 

The  Commissioners  are  not  disposed  to  designate  any  one  of  th 
schools  as  having  excelled;  this  would  be  a  difficult  task,  if  required 
because  scholars  in  a  particular  school,  may  be  exceedingly  proficien 
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n  a  portion  of  their  studios,  whilst  those  of  Another  school  nay  i 
n  different  exercises.     The  scholars  have  evidently  improi 
heir  examination  in  July.

Although  the  incidental 

expenses  for  the  past  year  have  been   necessarily  and  unusually  large 

K or  repairs,   alterations,  &c.,  we  desire  respectfully  to  call   your  at- 

ention  to  the  interesting  fact,   that  the  actual  cost  of  educating  each 

cholar,  in  the  ratio  of  the  number  now  enrolled,  including  the  supe- 

ior  advantages  of  the  High  School,  amounts  only  to  a  little  over  six 

lollars  for  a  whole  year;  being  the  entire  charge   from   the  school 

und,  embracing  the  supply  of  books  and  stationary,  and  all  other  ex- 

>enses  of  every  kind.      This  exhibits  the  cheapest  mode  of  instruc- 

ion,  and  as  far  as  we  are  capable  of  judging,  we  believe  as  satisfac- 

ory  a   mode   as   can    be  placed  within  the  reach  of   our  citizens. 

Should    it,   in    your  wisdom,  be  deemed  expedient  to  increase  the 

chool  tax  the  ensuing  year,  to  furnish  means  to   meet   the  proposed 

provements,  which   seemed  to  be  so  essential   to  the  general  pros- 

rity  of  our  public  school  system,  we   cannot   but   yield  to  the  con- 

iction,  that  the  community  at  large  would  still  be  gainers  on  the  score 

f  economy,  in  the  item  of  tuition;  and  the  most  important  of  all  is, 

great  good  that  would   be  thereby  diffused  throughout  our  wide 

Dreading  population.

Upwards  of  ten  years  trial  has  fulls  exemplified 
leir  utility,  and  it  is  no  longer  a  matter  of  doubt  to  be  decided, 
whether  or  not  every  judicious  expenditure  that  may  hive  been  m- 
urred  for  their  support,  is  fully  repaid.  Their  future  prosperity 
lay  be  relied  on  with   confidem  I.     ry  man  who  may  have  hem 

4  istrumental  in  building  up  the  public  school  system  of  our  city,  de- 
;rves  the  gratulations  of  his   fellow-citizens.      The  city  authorities 
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are  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  community  for  their  perseverance 
against  a  strong  current  of  puhlic  opinion  in  sustaining  the  schools 
their  industry  and  zeal  in  this  enterprize,  have  happily  succeeded  ii 
procuring  for  them  a  liberal  and  extensive  patronage,  and  have  securec 
to  those  noble  institutions  of  learning,  a  permanent  establishment 
The  schools  are  certainly  beyond  the  influence  of  prejudice,  an< 
their  future  prosperity  and  success  depends  alone  on  those  who  pro 
vide  for  their  rapport  and  administer  their  affairs. 

Whilst  the  Board  look  at  the  present  onward  condition  of  educa 
tion  throughout  the  world,  and  see  its  importance  to  our  institution 
and  reputation  as  a  free  people,  we  feel  anxiously  solicitous,  tha 
such  provision  be  made  for  the  advancement  of  education  in  our  cit; 
as  its  vast  importance  demands,  and  that  may  be  consistent,  with  othe 
great  interests  of  the  community.

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  oj  Baltimore: 

The  Collector,  in  presenting  his  annual  report,  presumes  it  his  duty 
accompany  the  same  with  such  ohservstions  as  may  appear  neces- 
iry,  to  shew  to  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  city,  the  causes 
hich  suggest  themselves  to  his  mind  as  operating  to  retard  the  re- 
:ipt  of  the  revenue  arising  from  the  collection  of  taxes  in  aid  of  the 
seal  operations  of  the  City  Treasury.  It  is  to  be  observed  that 
om  the  commencement  of  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  he 
as  the  honor  to  hold,  that  the  commercial,  mercantile  and  mechanical 
terests  of  this  community,  have  been  laboring  under  severe  em- 
irrassments,  so  much  so  that  in  numerous  cases  they  could  not  sepa- 
tte  the  funds  in  their  possession,  from  the  necessary  course  of  trade 
which  they  were  employed,  and  such  has  been  the  state  of  the  monied 
stitutions  of  the  city,  that  very  partial  relief  could  be  obtained  in 
iat  quarter  even  to  sustain  their  credit  in  their  different  occupations, 
he  above  causes  taken  in  connexion  with  the  compulsion  on  our 
*rt  to  receive  none  other  than  Bankable  funds  for  taxes,  (for  even 
ail  Road  paper  was  prohibited)  have  operated  against  the  receipt  of 
very  large  amount  of  the  public  dues.

The  President  and  Directors  of    The  Baltimore  and  SusauE- 
HANNA Rail  Road  Company  submit  to  the  stockholders  a  report  of 
their    proceedings   during  the  year,  ending  on  the  30th  September, 
1840. 

Our  last  annual  report  apprized  the  stockholders  of  the  difficulties 
which  had  rendered  the  act  of  Assembly  of  December  session,  1838, 
chap.  395,  unavailable  for  the  relief  of  the  company.      By  the  pro- 
visions of  that  act,  a  loan  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
was  to  be  made  by  the   State,  to  the  company,  for  the   purpose  ol 
enabling  us  to  complete  both  our  own  works,  and   a  portion  of  the 
Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  ;  but  when  the  act  had 
been  accepted  by  the  company,  notwithstanding  the  objections  which 
many  of  the  stockholders  entertained  to  its  provisions,  it  was  found 
that  one  of  its  restriction*,  prohibiting  a  sale  of  the  State  five  per  cent, 
stock  for  a  less  price  than  its  nominal  par  value,  deprived  the  compa- 
ny of  the  benefits  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  act  to  afford,  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Loans  was  unable  to  effect  sales  of  the  stock  to  any 
great  extent  at  that  rate.     Application  was  made  to  the  Legislature  al 
their  last  session  to  remove  this  restriction;  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  stockholders  in  general  meeting,  on  the 
4th  June,  1838,  the  memorial  presented  by  the  board,  likewise  repre- 
sented the  views  entertained  of  other  provisions  of  the  act  by  the  in- 
dividual stockholders  in  the  company,  and  solicited  a  modification  oi 
them.     By  the  act  of  December  session,  1839,  chap.  20,  the  Legisla- 
ture authorised  a  six  per  cent,  stock,  to  be  issued  in  lieu  of  the  five  pel 
cent,  stock ;  but  no  other  change  in  the  features  of  the  law  could  be 
obtained.     The  same  limitation,  however,  on  the  sale  of  the  new  stock 
was  again  prescribed ;  and  the  stocks  of  the  State  having  all  beer 
throughout  the  year  somewhat  below  par,  the  Commissioner  of  Loans 
has  only  been  able  to  dispose  of  the  stock  issued  for  this  company,  by 
receiving  in  payment  for  it  the  claims  of  such  of  the  creditors  of  the 
company  as  were  willing  to  purchase  the  stock  at  par  to  the  amount 
of  their  respective  claims.     This,  however,  has  been  done  to  so  great 
an  extent,  that  the  debts  of  the  company,  except  those  for  interest  due 
the  State  and  City,   have  been   reduced  to   a  comparatively  smal 
amount;  and  to  meet  them  the  stock  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  the 
commissioner.     The  act  last  mentioned  also  reserved  out  of  the  stock 
to  be  issued,  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest  due  by  the  company  t< 
the  State,  to  the  1st  of  January,  1840. 
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In  the  month  of  April  last,  the  long  sought  communication  with  the 
ennsylvania  improvements,  by  an  unbroken  line  of  Rail  Road  from 
altimorc  to  Columbia  was  it  length  obtained,  by  the  completion  of 
iat  portion  of  the  road  of  the  Wrightavifle,  York  ami  Gettysburg  Rail 
oad  Company,  which  extends  from  York  to  Wrightsville.

?rom  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  perceived,  that,  although 
has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  revenue  of  the  company, 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  it  has  not  yet  reached  the 
Dunt  which  has  been  anticipated,  and  which  must  be  realized  be- 
3  the  company  will  be  in  a  condition  to  discharge  the  annual  (le- 
nds of  the  State  and  of  the  City,  for  interest  on  their  respective 
ns.  That  this  has  been  the  case,  is  the  source  of  much  regret, 
we  trust  that  the  prominent  causes  which  have  operated  to  pro- 
;e  this  result,  will  prove  to  be  but  temporary  in  their  character, 
I  that  the  company  will  yet  ere  long  be  found  in  a  position  to  meet 
the  engagements  of  every  description,  which  it  has  assumed.  It 
I  be  remembered  that  almost  simultaneously  with  the  completion 
the  Rail  Road  to  Wnghtsville,  was  opened  another  communica- 
i  between  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  the  same  point,  by  the  Tide 
iter  and  Susquehanna  Canals.  Although  these  works  may  have 
'Ught  to  the  city,  trade  that  would  not  otherwise  have  reached  it, 
y  have  also  had  the  effect,  during  the  past  summer,  of  diverting  a 
t  of  that  which  would  have  passed  over  the  Baltimore  and  Sus- 
hanna  Rail  Road.      In   what  degree  the  business  of  the  Kail  Road 

been  therebj  .  we  cann  <•  nay,  hut  it  must  have  been  so  to 

'ierable    extent.      But   at    the    same    time   it   may   be   doubted 
ether  the  effects  <>i  the  construction  of  these  canal*  will  he  perma- 
tly  injurious  to  the   interest  <>i  the  Rail   Road.     The   amount  of 
le  which  will   he  drawn  to  this  city  by  the   facilities  offered  by 
Jb   lines   of  communication    for    its    tftfisit,    may   reasonably  b< 
ted  to  become  much  greater  than  Baltimore  has  heretofore  enjoyed, 
perhaps  will  he  more  than  either  line  singly  would  have  attracted. 
this  new  trade  the  road  will  have  its    lull    share,   and    it  may  well 
pen,  that  both  the  canals  and   the  Rail  Road  will  shortly  be  n 
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fully  employed  than  either  would  ever  have  been,  had  but  the  one 
route  existed.  These  works  having  all  been  completed  to  Columbia 
only  last  spring,  cannot  be  supposed  yet  to  have  developed  the  results 
which  they  will  produce  ;  whilst  by  dividing  the  trade  which  was 
already  prepared  to  avail  itself  of  the  advantages  of  these  new  routes, 
they  have  for  the  present,  each  rendered  the  other  the  less  productive. 
It  will  be  admitted  too,  that  the  trade  from  the  city  to  the  interior, 
which  pays  the  highest  late  of  toll  and  freight,  has  not,  during  the 
past  year,  been  by  any  means,  so  great  as  may  be  calculated  on  in 
periods  of  ordinary  activity  and  freedom  from  commercial  embarrass- 
ments. We  believe,  therefore,  that  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the 
future  revenue  of  the  company  will  be  found  constantly  to  increase, 
and  that  even  during  the  next  year,  it  will  greatly  exceed  that  of  the 
past. 

The  whole  amount  earned  by  the  transportation  department,  be- 
yond its  expenses,  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  available  towards 
the  payment  of  interest  to  the  State.  Several  parties  who  made  use 
of  the  road  for  the  transportation  of  produce  and  merchandise,  (some 
of  them  to  a  great  extent)  were  creditors  of  the  company,  and  de- 
clining to  purchase  the  State  stock  in  satisfaction  of  their  claims,  the 
company  were  compelled  to  receive  a  large  amount  of  their  own  obli- 
gations in  payment  for  freight.  Again,  in  repeated  instances,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  disappointment  of  the  creditors,  by  the  inability  of 
the  company  to  meet  their  demands  as  was  anticipated  when  the  law 
of  lS38was  passed,  suits  had  been  brought  and  judgments  obtained 
against  the  company,  and  the  whole  operations  of  the  road  were  in 
danger  of  being  interrupted  by  levies  upon  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany, and  suspended  for  an  indefinite  period,  until  the  termination  oi 
an  expensive  course  of  litigation.  Several  claims  of  this  character 
the  company  have  had  to  extinguish  during  the  year,  and  their  only 
means  of  doing  so  was  by  the  temporary  appropriation  to  that  object, 
of  a  portion  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  revenue.  It  is  not  deemed 
necessary  in  this  report,  to  enter  more  particularly  into  a  detail  of 
these  circumstances,  however  embarrassing  they  have  been  to  the 
operations  of  the  company.  We  can,  however,  with  confidence  ex- 
press our  conviction,  that,  in  all  the  measures  we  have  pursued,  the 
true  interests  of  the  company  have  been  consulted,  and  we  feel  as- 
sured that  should  a  more  particular  statement  of  our  proceedings  be 
called  for,  either  by  the  stockholders,  or  by  the  authority  of  any 
other  party,  having  the  right  to  make  such  enquiry,  we  shall  be  found 
to  have  discharged,  with  a  proper  regard  to  the  interests  entrusted  to 
our  care,  the  duties  which  devolved  upon  us. 

On  the  Westminster  branch,  passenger  cars  have  run  to  Owings' 
Mills  throughout  the  season,  but  are  withdrawn  in  the  winter,  as  loco- 
motives cannot  be  used  on  that  track,  and  it  could  not  consequently  be 
kept  clear  of  snow,  except  at  an  expense  which  we  could  not  be 
justified  in  incurring.  The  time  limited  by  law  for  the  completion  of 
the  road  to  Westminster  will  shortiy  expire,  and  an  application  to 
the  Legislature,  to  extend  the  period  will  be  necessary.  e 
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We  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  whole  track  of  the  road 
from  Baltimore  to  York,  is  now  in  perfect  order;  that  part  which  at 
the  date  of  our  last  report,  was  constructed  with  the  plate  rail,  having 
since  been  entirely  renewed  with  a  heavy  T  rail,  laid  in  a  substantial 
and  permanent  manner.  If  the  means  of  the  company  would  justify 
a  further  expenditure  in  obtaining  a  passenger  depot  within  the  city 
and  in  improving  their  present  depots  by  additional  buildings,  the 
comfort  of  passengers,  and  the  facilities  of  the  company  for  carrying- 
on  its  business,  would  be  promoted;  but  without  this,  the  company 
are  now  prepared  to  forward  a  much  more  extensive  trade  than  has 
yet  offered,  and  we  do  not  therefore  contemplate  that  any  further  ex- 
penditures will  soon  be  required  for  those  purposes.  The  soundness 
of  the  policy  of  constructing  a  Rail  Road  in  a  solid  manner,  with 
heavy  rails,  has  received  further  proof  by  the  experience  of  the  year, 
in  the  small  amount  which  has  been  required  to  keep  the  track  in  re- 
pair. This  has  cost  for  the  twelve  months,  $10,378  35  for  the 
whole  distance  of  fifty-six  miles;  or  on  the  average  of  $142  40  for 
each  mile  of  heavy  T  rail,  and  $543  06  for  each  mile  of  the  old 
plate  rail  track,  which,  until  the  month  of  August  last,  was  the  only 
one  used  for  a  distance  of  nearly  six  miles. 

An  unforseen  expenditure  has  been  necessarily  incurred  this  year, 
for  arching  a  part  of  the  tunnel  on  the  York  and  Maryland  line  road, 
about  five  miles  from  York.  Although  this  tunnel  in  its  whole  extent, 
passes  through  a  rock,  apparently  solid,  it  was  found  that  the  opera- 
tion of  the  frost  at  both  ends  of  it,  had  last  spring  displaced  several 
pieces  of  the  rock,  which  fell  on  the  track,  and  it  was  evident  that 
the  evil  would  continue  to  increase  with  each  successive  winter.  To 
.guard  against  a  danger  of  so  serious  a  character,  strong  arches  have 
been  constructed,  extending  at  the  northern  opening  of  the  tunnel, 
one  hundred  feet,  and  at  the  southern,  thirty-two  feet.  The  final  re- 
turns of  the  cost  of  this  necessary  work  have  not  yet  been  received, 
but  it  will  be  about  six  thousand  dollars. 

In  the  department  of  machinery,  several  improvements  have  been 
introduced,  calculated  to  diminish  materially  the  heavy  annual  cost  of 
repairs.  The  principal  of  these  consists  in  the  substitution  of  cast 
iron  wheels,  with  chilled  tread,  on  the  locomotives,  for  those  with 
wrought  iron  tires  which  v»  ere  before  used ;  and  which  were  found  to 
wear  so  rapidly  as  to  require  fiequent  renewal,  at  a  heavy  expense. 
Chilled  driving  wheels  of  four  and  one-half  feet  diameter  have  now 
been  running  on  the  road  for  six  months,  and  have  been  found  to  an- 
swer perfectly;  and  from  the  success  which  has  attended  the  experi- 
ment, other  Rail  Road  Companies,  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
have  been  induced  to  adopt  the  same  improvement. 

The  regularity  with  which  both  the  passenger  and  burthen  trains 
have  performed  their  trips  since  they  first  commenced  running  to 
York,  has  been  such  as  to  do  the  company  much  credit.  On  the  oc- 
currence of  the  extraordinary  fall  of  snow  in  December,  1839,  they 
were  interrupted,  as  it  is  believed,  were  those  on  every  road  without 
exception,  to  which  the  storm  extended.     On  the  1st  of  January  last 
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the  company  commenced  carrying  the  mail,  and  from  that  day  to  the 
present,  not  a  single  trip  has  been  lost,  and  but  in  a  very  few  instances,! 
have  the  passenger  cars  been  so  detained  by  any  cause  whatever,  as 
to  fail  to  deliver  the  mail  before  the  contract  time.  The  snow  storm 
on  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  inst.  was  one  of  unusual  severity ;  but  thai 
trains  both  from  Baltimore  and  York  were  only  detained  by  it  for  a  I 
few  hours  on  the  6th  ;  the  trips  on  every  day  but  that  being  made) 
with  punctuality.  The  snow  was  cleared  away  without  the  employ-] 
ment  of  any  additional  force,  or  any  extra  expense,  except  that  for 
the  fuel  and  oil  used  by  the  locomotives  required  to  drive  the  snow 
ploughs. 

The  annexed  financial  statement  will   show  the  total  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  company  to  the  1st  of  October,  1840.

At  a  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholdkus  held,  pursuant 

the  Charter,  on  the  second   Monday  of  October,  1840,  in  the  City 

Baltimore,  the  President  and   Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 

ail  Road  Company  submitted  the  following  report  and  statement  of 

i  affairs  of  the  Company: 

rst — Of  the  JWain  Stem  to  its  present  termination  at  Harper**  Ferry, 
ajid  of  the  Washington  Branch. 

The  statement  marked  A,  exhibits  the  affairs  of  the  Company  on 
e  30th  ultimo;  and  the  revenue  and  expenses  of  the  Jlain  Stem  rlur- 

l  the  year  ending  on  the  same  day  are  shewn  by  the  statement  15. 

The  statements  C  and  D,  exhibit  the  affairs  of  the  Washington 
ranch  on  the  30th  ultimo,  and  also  the  revenue  and  expenses  on  the 
me  road  for  the  year,  ending  on  that  day. 

The  statements  shew  a  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  trade  and 
ivel  on  the  Main  Stem  and  a  continued  diminution  in  the  c 
"Unsportation.     The  latter,  in  consequence  of  the  alteration  in  the  in- 

ned  planes,  and  various  other  measures,  completed  and  in  progress, 
en  reduced,  as  compared  with  previous  years,  about  one  cent 
10 :r  ton,  per  mile;  and  it  will  be  seen  thai  the  entire  expenses  ch 

le  against  the  revenue  since  the  30th  September,  1839,  are  - 
J9  80  less  than  they  were  in  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1839,  the  operations  of  the  Main  Stem,  in 
>nnexion  with  those  of  the  Washington  Branch,  left  an  excess  over 
;penditure  of  $68,o99  70,  and  it  will  appear  that  for  the  year  end- 
g  the  30th  ultimo,  the  excess  amounts1  to  $1  12,828  70,  being  about 
J  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  of  1 1,000,000. 

On  the  30th  September,  1839,  however,  there  were  outstanding 
ibts  against  the  Company — of  which  a  considerable  portion  bad 
►ntracted  previous  to  1837,  amounting  in  the  aggn  -Ml  I  J '». 

hich  were  necessarily  to  be  paid  from  the  balance  of  1839,  an  I 
Dm  the  accruing  revenue. 

The  excess  of  expenditure  beyond  the  income  prior  t<>  1888;  the 
savy  annual  expense  incident  to  the  transportation  over  the  inclined 
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planes  at  Parr's  Ridge  j  the  dilapidated  and  ruinous  condition  of  th« 
toady  and  of  the  moving  power  and  machinery  generally— requirinf 
monthly  a  large  expenditure  to  prevent  a  total  obstruction  to  thi 
Company's  opera. ions—the  defective  condition  and  inadequate  nuro 
ber  of  water  s  ations,  locomotives,  vehicles  and  machinery,  of  al 
kinds,  have  been  pointed  out  in  the  reports  of  the  last  three  years. 

These  embarrassments  have  engaged  the  constant  attention  of  thi 
Board,  and  have  only  been  obviated  by  the  unavoidable  application  q 
the  Company's  annual  resources,  to  an  amount,  independent  of  th< 
cost  of  re-construction,  exceeding  half  a  million  of  dollars. 

Within  the  last  three  years,  nineteen  and  a  half  miles  of  the  olc 
track  have  been  re  constructed  with  a  heavy  rail,  upon  an  improvec 
plan,  requiring  an  inconsiderable  amount  for  repairs ;  the  planes,  at 
Parr's  Ridge,  have  been  altered,  and  adapted  to  the  use  of  locomo 
lives,  and  the  location  of  the  road  has  been  in  many  parts  changec 
so  as  to  avoid  the  most  difficult  and  expensive  curvatures. 

Nearly  the  entire  line  of  the  Main  Stem,  which,  from  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  Company's  resources  could  not  be  re-constructed  witl 
the  improved  rail,  has  been  re-adjusted  and  thoroughly  renovated) 
the  same  improvement  is  now  making  of  the  remaining  ten  miles,  foi 
which  abundant  materials  are  already  provided,  and  by  the  first  oi, 
December  next,  the  whole  will  be  substantially  renewed,  and  in  I 
condition  of  greater  efficiency  and  durability  than  at  any  previoui 
period;  though  from  the  defectiveness  of  the  original  plan  of  con»( 
struct  ion,  it  must  continue  liable  to  heavier  repairs  than  more  imt 
proved  roads. 

The  old  Water  Stations  also  have  been  re-constructed  or  repaired  ] 
and  are  now  in  good  order.  Six  new  stations  have  been  constructed! 
and  three  others  are  constructing,  of  which  two  are  nearly  finished^ 
and  materials  for  the  whole  number  are  on  hand. 

The  principal  Depots,  and  the  Engine  Houses  at  Mount  Clat 
have  been  refitted,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  adapted  to  the  increase 
power  and  business  of  the  Company,  and  ample  tools  and  fixed  nu 
chinery  necessary  for  repairs  generally  have  been  provided. 

In  1837,  there  were  thirteen  old  locomotives;  such   of   these 
were  capable  of  being  repaired,   have  been   thoroughly  refitted,  ai 
in  some  instances  entirely  renewed,  and   eleven   new  engines  for  tl 
use  of  the  Main  Stem  have  been  purchased. 

Most  of  the  burthen,  and  all  of  the  passenger  Cars  have  be< 
thoroughly  repaired,  so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the  increasing  demands 
the  public;  and  a  number  of  new  Cars  of  each  description,  costii 
together  not  less  than  $50,000,  have  been  constructed  and  are  now 
use.  To  complete  the  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the  service,  mate 
rial  alterations  in  a  number  of  the  old,  and  the  construction  of  tei| 
new  burthen  Cars  became  necessary,  and  may  be  expected  to  involvi , 
a  further  expenditure,  during  the  year  1841,  of  nearly  $10,OOOq 
With  this  addition,  and  the  present  augmentation  of  power  and  ttU|tj 
other  facilities  here  enumerated,  the  amount  of  transportation  may  hi  j 
increased  at  least  one-fifth  without  additional  expense.

the  16th  November  next,  in  such  funds  as  the  Company  have  receive 
for  revenue 

From  the  statements  herewith  submitted,  it  appears  that,  if  th 
whole  net  revenue  received  from  the  JVashiyigton  Branch,  could  h 
divided  among  all  the  Stockholders  equally,  the  dividend  for  th 
year  would  be  at  least  seven  per  cent.  And  it  is  only  just  to  remarl 
thai  this  road  being  the  only  work  of  the  Company  which  may  b 
i.  garded  as  finished,  its  success  fully  realizes  any  reasonable  expec 
taiion  that  may  be  entertained  from  Rail  Roads  judiciously  constructe 
between  desirable  points. 

Of  the   revenue  from  this  road   however,  the   State  is  entitled, 
preference  to  the  other  Stockholders,  to  one-fifth  part  of  that  receive 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  and  the  balance  only  is  liable  1 
an  equal  division. 

In  this  view  it  will  appear  that  the  JFashington  Branch  has  coi 
irihuled  during  the  year  to  the  Treasury  of  the  St(tte,  one  fifth  of  tr 
money  received  from  passengers,  amounting  to  $40,296  64,  and  ah 
a  dividend  of  four  and  a  half  per  cent.,  or  S24,750 ;  making  a  total 
Mi.">,046  64,  and  equal  to  thirteen  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  advance 
by  the  State  in  this  road.  If  to  this  be  added  the  dividend  from  tl 
profits  of  the  Maim  Stem,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  will  derii 
an  income  during  the  year  upon  the  capital  by  her  invested  in  bo 
roads,  as  at  present  constiucted,  of  more  than  seven  per  cent. 

The  investment  by  the  State  being  shewn  to  be  thus  profitable,  i 
appeal  may  confidently  be  made  to  the  public  authorities  to  exter 
reasonable  succour  to  the  interests  of  the  other  Stockholders,  whi 
at  the  same  time  it  will  advance  their  own,  and  enable  the  State  tl 
more  readily  to  provide  for  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  toll  at  present  authorized  upon  some  impo 
tant  articles,  and  especially  upon  that  of  flour,  has  been  pointed  o 
in  previous  reports,  and  in  official  statements  to  the  Legislature. 

Of  the  whole  transportation  of  the  year,  42,383  tons  or  392,41 
barrels  consisted  of  flour,  being  an  excess  over  the  previous  year 
I  38,386  barrels,  or  13,867  tons;  and  it  may  be  here  repeated  th? 
with  all  the  economy  the  Company  has  been  able  to  introduce  in 
the  management  of  their  road,  the  cost  of  transporting  this  article 
not  defrayed  by  the  rate  of  toll  at  present  authorized,  which  is  le 
than  that  allowed,  and  in  most  instances  charged,  upon  other  wort 
and  in  other  States. 

The  ground  on  which,  in  the  act  of  1837,  certain  articles  there 
mentioned,  and  particularly  flour,  were   exempted  from  the  increase 
charge  authorized  by  that  act,  is  not  perceived.      Certain   it  is,  th 
by  the  exemption  any  just  or  fair  profit  upon  the  employment  of  t 
State's  capital,  has  been  surrendered,  and,  in  this  branch  of  busine  a 
her  revenue  has  been  to  that  extent,  diminished;  and  it  may  be  sat  i 
factorily  shewn  that  the  excepted  articles  may  be  placed  upon 
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qunl  footing  with  the  others,  without  being  oppressive  to  the  produ- 
er  or  manufacturer,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  trade  of  Baltimore.

Since  the  last  annual  report  nothing  has  occurred  to  discourage  the 
?  peel  at  ions  of  the  Board  in  tin1  prosecution  of  this  part  of  their 
pork.  The  advantages  of  the  location  ultimately  adopted  have  be- 
pme  more  manifest,  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  of  the  adaptation  of 
le  road  to  high  speed  and  tieavj  tonnage  with  locomotive  engines. 
)n  the  entire  line  the  highest  made  is  found  in  the  tirst  thirty  miles, 
nd  will  not  exceed  Tony  feet;  ami  in  the  remaining  -ixty-seven,  the 
rades  will  not  in  any  instance  exeeed  26  J  feet  to  the  mile. 
The  curvatures,  generally,  range  at  little  less  than  a  mile  of  radius, 
i,  nd  although  there  are  a  lew  at  something  less  than  one  llwusayid  i'zel, 
iese  occur  in  every  instance  on  a  light  grade. 

The  conduct  of  the  contractors  generally,  in  the  execution  of  their 
rork,  has  been  satisfactory.  Of  the  whole  number  of  contracts, 
mounting  to  one  hundred  and  fifty,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
let  only  seven  for  neglect  or  misconduct;  and  in  these  cases  the 
lettings  already  made  have  been  etlected  without  loss  to  the  Corn- 
any.  The  entire  force  at  present  employed  may  be  stated  at  sixteen 
ndred  men  and  live  hundred  horses.

,  le  Ope(juan  and  Hack  Creek,  as  well  as  the  large  bridges  connected 
ith  them,  are  in  a  state  of  great  forwardness.  At  the  tunnel  at  the

|ft5,000;  at  which  rate  the  Graduation,  Masonry,  and  Bridging 
with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  heaviest  sections  and  bridge  supet 
structures,  may  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  of  August,  1841 
and  these  last  may  also  be  finished  in  the  month  of  January,  1842. 

Should  their  resources  allow  the  Board  to  procure  the  iron  an 
other  materials  in  season  to  make  sixty  or  seventy  miles  of  railway  i 
the  course  of  the  year  1841,  and  to  prosecute  the  remaining  thirty  c 
forty  miles  in  the  spring  of  1842,  it  will  be  practicable  to  finish  th 
entire  work  and  put  the  road  in  operation  to  Cumberland  in  the  sun 
mer  and  autumn  of  that  year. 

The  practicability  of  prosecuting  the  work  with  such  despatel 
will  depend  upon  the  ability  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  punctually  1 
pay  her  subscription,  or  upon  that  of  the  Company  to  dispose  of  th 
Sterling  Bonds  of  the  State  upon  terms  which  they  may  deem  sati 
factory. 

The  present  advanced  condition  of  the  work  has  been  accomplish^ 
1st.  By  the  money  borrowed  from  the  Banks,  by  the  City  Commi 
sioners  of  Finance,  through  the  Company's  agency.  2d.  By  the  Cob 
pany's  orders  authorizing  the  transfer  of  City  Stock  at  its  par  valu 
in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  upwards,  as  explained  in  the  la 
annual  report.  3d.  By  the  direct  payment  to  contractors  of  Ci 
Stock  at  its  par  value;  under  an  agreement  that  it  shall  be  sold  by 
mutual  agent,  and  at  prices  to  be  fixed  by  the  Company,  so  as 
prevent  a  depreciation  in  its  value.  And  4th.  By  the  proceeds 
sales  of  the  five  per  cent.  Sterling  Bonds  of  the  State. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  payments  in  City  Stock  through  tl 
medium  of  orders  authorizing  its  transfer,  have  answered  the  purpose 
of  the  Company  ;  have  proved  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  contractors 
and,  in  most  instances,  to  the  proprietors  of  the  right  of  way,  ai 
have  received  general  encouragement  from  the  community  at  large. 

On   the   30th   ultimo,   the   payments  made   through  this   mediu 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $515,000,  in  orders  to  the  commissioners, 
stock  of  the  following  denominations,  viz:  100  orders  of  $100  eacr 
$34,000 of  five  dollars;  $39,000  of  three  dollars;  $78,000  of  t* 
dollars;  and  $354,000  of  one  dollar  each.      Of  the  whole  amount 
orders  given  in  payment,  ten  thousand  dollars  in  those  of  glOO  eac^ 
have  been  funded. 

Payments  direct  by  the  delivery  of  City  Stock,  have  been  confine 
to  the  contractors  upon  a  few  of  the  most  difficult  sections,  up<  % 
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Inch  it  was  desirable,  both  to  the  Company  and  the  contractors,  to 
ICC  an  extra  force,  and  amounted,  in  the  whole,  on  th»'  ;3()lh  ultimo,

ese  payments,  the  City  has  been  enabled,  so  far,  to  comply 

ith  her  engagements  to  the  Company,  without  any  loss  or  sacrifice  ; 

ie  credit  of  her  public    securities    has    been    preserved    Unimpaired, 

id  the  important  work,  BO  essential  to  her   trade  and    prosperity,  has 

en  advanced  to  its  present  point,  not  only   by  the  BCtuaJ  application 

her  stock  at  its  par  value,  but  with  a  hr»e,  annual  saving  of  inter- 

t,  during  the  period  the  enters  may  remain  unfunded. 

The  sucees>l"ul    continuance  of  this   system  of  payment   until  our 

<  jblic  securities  meet  with  a  more  ready  sale,  will  enable  the  City, 
future,  punctually  to  discharge  her  obligations,  and  complete  this 
eat  enterprise  to  Cumberland,   without   impairing  the  value  of  her 

afcck,  and  with  diminished  taxation.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  only 
asonable  that  the  City  authorities,  unless  contrary  to  some  acknow- 
dged  principle  of  public  policy,    should    unite   in  procuring  legisla- 

i  ve  sanction,  if  necessary,  for  the  encouragement  of  this  mode  of 
yment. 

In  giving  these  orders  in  payment,  the  Board  entertain  the  opinion 
at  they  violate  no  existing  law.  The  orders  do  not  promise  to  pay 
oney,  nor,  indeed,  are  they,  in  any  respect,  promissory  in  their 
laracter.     They  confer  an  absolute  authority  for  the  transfer  of  City 

|  oek,  and  finally  cancel  the  obligation  for  which  they  are  received 
satisfaction.  From  the  nature  of  the  case,  they  cannot  exceed,  in 
lount,  the  City  subscription  and  the  stock  actually  transferred  to  the 

i  Diiimissioncrs   in    trust    for  the    holders.     They,  in  fact,  represent 

I  ity  certificates,  though  in  smaller  denominations;  and,  in  the  requi- 
e  sums,  may  be  funded,  and  converted  into  coin  or  bank  paper,  at 
pleasure  of  the  holder.  They  are,  therefore,  not  liable  to  the 
ik,  or  any  other  objection  to  which  irresponsible  paper  issues,  pro- 
bing to  pay  money,  are  exposed;  and  every  citizen,  liable  to  the 
yment  of  a  city  tax,  has  an  immediate  interest  in  maintaining  their 
lue. 

Nor  need  the  purpose  or  utility  of  these  orders  cease  after  the  re- 
mption  of  specie  payments.  On  the  contrary,  they  would,  in  that 
ent,  if  they  should  be  employed  for   such  purpose,    prove  valuable 

xixiliaries  in  aiding  the  operations  of  the  banks;  they  would,  in  no 
spect,  impair  the  soundness  of  the  regular  currency,  but  might  be 
vantageously  maintained  in  general  credit. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Com- 
ny  not  only  justifies  the  aid   already  contributed   by  the   State  and 

d  ty  to  this  branch  of  our  public  works,   but    should  inspire  rem 
al  in  its  prompt  and  vigorous  prosecution.     To  encourage  the  effort* 
the  Board  for  this  purpose,  by  means  which  may  push  the  work  in 

t  vance  of  rival  enterprises  in   other  States,  and,  without  disturbing 
regular   currency,  prevent  the   sacrifice  of  our   public   securities, 

Jd  exempt  the  people   from  taxation,  would   appear  to  be   recom- 

•if  ended  by  every  principle  of  sound  policy.     On  these  grounds,  the 
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Board  confidently  rtYj  tor  support,  no  less  upon  the  public  authorities 
than  the  community  at  large. 

Of  the  five  per  cent,  sterling  bonds  of  the  State,  delivered  to  the) 
Company  in  payment  of  the  State's  subscription,  £5,250  were  solJ 
in  London  by  Meter*.  Baring,  Brothers  4'  Co.,  in  the  months  of  Jan4 
vary  ami  February  last,  according  to  the  Company's  limit,  at  eighty  «f 
live  per  cent.  ;  of  which,  the  amount  drawn  for  at  the  then  rate  of 
exchange,  neited  in  Baltimore  the  sum  of  $21,5S3  68;  and  thef 
balance  of  these  sales,  less  commissions,  was  applied  to  the  pay! 
ment  of  the  interest  which  accrued  on  the  1st  of  July  last.  The  rei 
mainder  of  the  bonds  are  yet  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Baring,  Bro* 
there  &.  Co.,  under  the  arrangement  as  heretofore  announced,  ellectea 
by  the  President  with  that  house  in  October,  1839. 

Up  to  this  time,  the  Board  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  or  expeij 
dient,  either  to  borrow  or  accept  advances  upon  any  portion  of  tlid 
bonds;  nor  have  they  changed  the  limits  which,  at  the  time  of  the 
arrangement,  they  prescribed  for  their  sale. 

In  a  letter  from  Messrs.  baring,  Brothers  &  Co,  dated  the  31st  of 
July  last,  the  Company  is  informd  that  'Maryland  bonds  are  at  82  I 
83  per  cent."  u  The  constant  remittance,"  they  observe,  "  fronl) 
your  side,  of  the  remaining  bonds,  altogether  about  £200,000,  whicl| 
were  pawned  with  banks  and  others  in  the  United  States,  prevented 
an  improvement  in  the  market  to  any  extent.  These  must  now  bo 
pretty  nearly  realized  here,  and  we  may  therefore  hope  for  soma 
rise,  if  the  demand  for  American  stocks  continues;  but  the  last  anjcij 
ety  concerning  European  politics,  has  checked  transactions  for  thi 
present."

The  Trustees  for  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  City  and  County,  in  obe 
dience  to  the  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  at  December  Session,  1818 
cli.  122,  present  their  annual  Report. 

The  following  statement  of  money  received  and  expended  on  ac 
count  of  the  City  for  twelve  months,  ending  31st  of  December 
1840,  the  period  to  which  the  annual  appropriation  was  calculated  ti 
extend,  is  respectfully  submitted.

The    inmates   of   the  Alms-House  are   classified   as    well  as  the 

esent  arrangements  of  the  house  will  permit.     The  children   are 

w  kept  entirely  separate  from  adults.     The  rooms  recently  fitted 

,  u called  the  Children's  Department, r  are  well  adapted  to  the  pur- 

Jse   for  which  they  were  intended.     More  convenient   and   better 

Ranged  rooms  could   not  be  desired.     The  colored  and  white  male 

nates  are  in  general  kept  separate  from  each  other.     The  building 

w  erecting  in  the  female  yard,  will,  when  finished,  accommodate 

the  females.     The  white  and  colored  females  wdl  then  be  wholly 

jarated.     In   regard   to  the  general  conduct  of  the  inmates  ot  the 

tablishment,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  there  is  less  difficulty  in 
intaining  a  tolerable  degree  of  order  and  industry  than  might  be 
>posed,  considering  their  numbers  and  the  bad  construction  of  the 
ilding  for  classification  and  supervision. 
,The  most  troublesome  and  unworthy  class  are  vagrants,  men  and 
;Umen,  generally  between  eighteen  and  lifty  years  of  age,  who  come 
i  sick  or  disabled  by  their  vicious  course  of  life,  covered  with  rags 
I  d  filth ;  they  require  much  attention  and  nursing  for  a  few  days  or 

[eks  till  they  recover  tolerable  health;  and  when  provided  with 
thing,  it  is  their  practice  to  elope  and  steal  the  property  belonging 
the  house.  During  the  last  year  about  121  were  occasional  In- 
tel. I  am  fully  of  the  opinion,  (and  most  respectfully  submit  it  to 
i  consideration  of  the  Trustees,)  that  a  more  marked  distinction 
)uld  be  made  between  the  unfortunate  poor  and  the  vagrants;  they 
1  Duld  not  be  compelled  to  associate  together  under  any  circum- 
1  nces  :  there  should  be  a  distinction  in  their  accommodations,  their 
lit,  the  labor  required  of  them,  and  their  general  treatment — while 
\  |  first  class  should  experience  that  sympathy  and  kindness  which 
I  >uld  help  to  make  them  forget  their  misfortunes,  the  latter  should 
^taught  to  regard  the  Alms  and  Work-house  rather  as  a  place  of 
ishment  to  be  avoided,  than  an  asylum  to  he  sought  ;  let  tins  just 
tinction  be  carefully  made,  and  a  multitude  of  .sturdy  pauperi  would 
lise  to  depend  upon  public  charity  for  support. 
'n  addition   to  the  productive   employment    specified   in  document 
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(C,)  the  following  useful  alterations  and  additions  have  been  mad< 
mostly  by  pauper  labor. 

1st.  An  addition  to  the  spinning  room,  making  it  large  and  corr 
modious,  and  providing  a  room  under  it  large  enough  to  accommo 
date  an  engine  and  fire  apparatus. 

2d.  The  improvement  on  the  house,  formerly  occupied  as  a  coa 
house — the  upper  rooms  are  now  occupied  by  the  colored  men  as  a 
hospital — the  room  heretofore  a  deposite  for  coal,  is  now  converted 
into  a  convenient  work  room,  occupied  by  the  weavers,  tailors  and 
shoemakers. 

3d.  The  alterations  of  the  basement  story  occupied  by  the  colored 
men  as  sleeping  rooms,  viz :  by  digging  areas  63  feet  on  each  side, 
wailing  up  and  paving  the  same,  also  providing  two  large  cells;  b| 
this  improvement  this  department  is  made  light,  dry  and  comfortable! 
the  white  and  colored  male  insane  are  now  kept  separate  from  each 
other. 

4th.  .The  alterations  to  the  rooms,  "called  the  Children's  Depart- 
ment;" by  this  improvement  the  children  are  not  only  benefitted  by  a 
removal  from  the  immoral  influence  of  vicious  adults;  but  they  have  a 
school  room,  two  sleeping  rooms,  and  a  room  for  eating,  &c. 

5th.  Providing  ten  rooms  in  the  Female  VVing,  one  occupied  as  the 
lying  in  hospital,  the  other  for  the  reception  of  syphilitic  patients-4 
by  this  alteration  the  above  named  hospitals  have  been  removed  from 
the  centre  building. 

6th.  Preparing  and  erecting  550  feet  in  length  by  8  feet  high  oi 
board  fence,  tongued  and  grooved,  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building! 
and  attached  to  them  :  by  this  improvement,  yards  are  provided  foi 
the  accommodation  of  the  insane  and  children. 

7th.  Preparing  and  erecting  1150  feet  in  length  by  5  feet  in  heigla 
of  paling  fence,  inclosing  all  the  plats  in  the  rear  of  the  Institution 
Many  other  valuable  improvements  have  been  made  in  addition  to  the) 
above,  but  a  detailed  statement  of  them  appear  unnecessary. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  Aims-House,  under  its  presew 
organization,  is  considerably  improved,  which  it  is  believed  greatly! 
promotes  the  value  of  the  establishment.

Presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  December,  1840,  by  Alex.  C.  Robijcsoh,  M.  D., 

one  of  the  attending  physicians. 

Gentlemen : 

The  arrival  of  the  period  appointed  for  your  annual  Report  of  the 
Condition  and  Conduct  of  this  Institution — benevolently  designed  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  our  city  and  county — lias  suggested 
the  propriety  of  presenting  the  accompanying  statement  relating  to 
the  insane  inmates.  To  its  various  particulars  your  attention  is  soli- 
cited. 

This  communication  is  laid  before  you,  in  full  confidence  that  you 
will  regard  it  as  entirely  consistent  with  our  relations  to  you  in  your 
official  capacity,  and  as  alone  dictated  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  that  un- 
fortunate class  of  our  fellow  beings  whose  mental  wants  should  com- 
mand public  sympathy  and  care,  at  the  same  time,  that  their  bodily 
neeessities  are  supplied  at  the  public  expense. 

You  will  all  probably  coincide  in  the  opinion,  that  the  insane  de- 
partment is  the  only  portion  of  this  institution  calculated  to  produce 
other  than  grateful  impressions  upon  benevolent  minds.  From  the 
want  of  a  more  suitable  place  for  the  accommodation  of  pauper  luna 
tics,  they  are  necessarily  transferred  into  the  alms-house — consequent 
ly,  we  have  here  presented  to  us  the  melancholy  spectacle  of  cases 
of  nearly  all  the  varied  forms  of  mental  disease  crowded  in  unclassi- 
fied confusion.  Yet  most  of  the  suiferers  give  some  evidence,  that 
high  mental  and  moral  attributes  still  linger  about  them,  penetrating 
the  gloom — "  beams  of  original  light,  of  which  the  mind  amidst  its 
thickest  darkness  is  never  shorn,"  which  seem  to  dwell  even  in  "the 
dark  grandeur  of  the  soul"  of  the  ravins:  maniac. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  the  insane  are  often  possessed  of  aston 
ishing  strength.     This  they  are.  neither  able  properly  to  direct  or 
control.     It  therefore  becomes  necessary  that  they  should  be  deprived 
of  facilities  lor  escape,  or  opportunities  of  injuring  themselves  or 
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others.     Moreover,  although  medical  skill  is  very  important  in  the 
management  of  the  peculiar  disorder  of  their  nervous  systems,  it  is  no 

less  n  that,  when  conOned,  their  apartments  should  be  well 

waimt  (1,  lighted  ami  ventilated; — their  personal  comforts  studiously 
led,  ami  their  morbidly   sensitive  minds  gently  checked  ami 
soothed  by  experienced,  intelligent  attendants,  whose  l( considerations 
of  convenience"  should  always  he  subservient  to  the  probabilities  of 
cure.     The  architectural  unfitness  of  this  building  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  lunatics  need  not  he  argued.     It  was  not  originally  designed 
lor  their  habitation,  ami  does  not  now  afford  the  means  of  either  se- 
cluding or  classifying  them,  according  to  the  intensity  or  peculiar  lea- 
ded by  their  maladies. 
This  report  is  made  with   the   hope,  that  you  will  agree  as  to  the 
and  propriety  of  again  urging  upon  the  city  and  county  the 
cruelty  of  that  hich  still  ictuses  to  lake  measures  to 

our  insane  poor  where  the  architectural  arrangements  are  so 
suited  to  the  accommodation  of  lunatics,  as  to  permit  any  advisable 
classification  of  the  patients — while  its  internal  arrangements  afford 
human*',  watchful,  and  Capable  nurses,  with  such  appropriate  amuse- 
ments and  occupations  lor  the  insane,  as  when  aided  by  medical  skill 
may  prove  promotive  of  their  comfort  and  cure.

We  have  thus  displayed  the  present  actual  condition  of  the  insane 
department  of  the  alms-house.     We  believe  the  preceding  tallies  to 
They  have  been  hastily  prepared,  but  with  considera- 
te labor;  as  it  was  necessary  lo  collect  the  >"«/  riel  from  various 
souices; — no  distinct  or  similar  record  of  the  insane  paupers  having 

J  ted.  They  have  been  added  will)  the  h  »pe  of  lending 
interest  to  the  subject,  and  affording  tangible  ami  legitimate  data  for 
prompt  action. 

Heretofore,  every  practical  scheme  to  promote  the  comfort  of  these 
unfortunates — consistent   with   the   purposes  and  arrangements  of  the 
bouse,  as  a  general  asylum  lor  the  poor,  in  which  point  of  view  ii  will 
bear  comparison   with  any   other  in  the   country,  has  been  cheerfully 
adopted.      Some  of  the  insane  are  employed  on  the  farm;  such  as  are 
Inoffensive  and  manifest  no  disposition  to  escape,  are  allowed  in  good 
weather,  to  exercise  dining  the  day  in  a  small  yard,  designed  lor  their 
exclusive  use,  under  the  late  arrangement  of  the  grounds,  suggested 
by  Mr.  Maguire,  the  overseer.     Another  class,  the   furious,   violent 
md   ungovernable,  or  such  as  take  advantage  of  every  chance  to  es- 
cape, are  kept  constantly  in  their  small  apartments,  under  the  charge 
■  temporary  nurses,  selected  from  among  the  inmates  of  the  bouse. 
There  are  two  sets  of  cells — those  most  recently  erected  being  eight 
eet  by  ten;  those  first  constructed,  ten  by  twelve.     From  their  limit- 
d  number,  (fourteen  cells  being  appropriated  to  the  female  lunatics, 
md  twelve  to  the  male,)  and  from  the  ciicumstance,  that  persons  coni- 
nitted  as  vagrants  are  tent  fiom  the  city  and  county  to  the  alms-house, 
is  a  work  house,   it  is  impossible  to  allbrd  each  lunatic  a  separate 
lorn;  two,  three  or  more  are  confined   together.     The  cells  in  the 
kementof  the  building  now  being  erected  as  an  hospital  for  the  co- 
oied  women,  will  somewhat  enlarge  their  accommodations;  still  they 
anuot  be  appropriately  lodged; — and   their  number  is  added  to  by 
requent  admissions. 

Among  them  almost  "every  form  of  insanity  has  a  representative 
f  its  terrois;'1  yet  how  much  le>s  enviable  must  be  the  situation  of 
le  lunatics  shut  up  in  tin;  alms  houses  and  jails  ol  the  several  counties 
f  the  state,  or  of  such  as  remain  chained  in  the  hovels  of  poor  rela- 
who  cannot  be  persuaded  to  entrust  them  to  the  charge  of 
ran_r< 

If  a  history  of  the  mental  suflerings,  the  medical  treatment,  and  the 
|  resent  condition  of  tin;  latter  could  be  obtained,  and  tables  similar  to 
ic  preceding,  of  the  insane  in  this  institution  bad  been  annually  pre- 
aied,  what  a  melancholy  record  would  be  presented  of  cases  kk  not 
ved," — most  unpleasantly  contrasted  with  the  statistical  reports 
T  the  lunatic  asylums  ol  this  country,  as  well  as  of  Europe  !  These 
icontestibl)    prove,  that,  if  insanity  do  not  yield   with  atone  prompt- 

ian  ordinary  d  -  large  a  proportion  ol  n 

ill  occur  in  recent  cases,  under  an  appropriate  medical,  moral  and 
tellectual  treatment,  as  from  any  othei  ac  ver- 

f\ — something  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  recent  Cases,  and  from 
urteen  to  twenty-five   per  cent,  of  old   cases  having   been  cured. 
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This  encouraging  truth,  together  with  the  fact,  that  the  chances  o 
relic!'  diminish  nearly  in  a  geometrical  ratio  with  the  period  of  dura 
tion  of  the  attack,  shows  the  importance  of  an  early  application  foi 
medical  aid,  and  cannot  he  too  generally  known.* 

However,  although  time  so  rapidly  diminishes  the  chances  of reco 
very,  and  the  difficulties  of  restoring  reason,  when  once  dethroned  are 
very  great,  requiring  all  the  curative  means  suggested  by  science  tc 
benevolence — yet  the  recorded  instances  of  restoration  in  cases  lonjj 
pronounced  incurable  arc  sufficient  to  prevent  us  1'rom  despairing  in 
any  instance,  unless  organic  change  of  the  brain  have  occurred.  "  A 
case  is  stated  by  Pinel,  of  a  lady  who  had  been  maniacal  for  twenty- 
five  years,  suddenly  recovering  her  reason.11 

Satisfied  of  the  easy  curability  of  insanity  if  attended  to  early,  ol 
the  important  aid  to  be  derived  from  medicinal  means,  assisted  by  a 
moral  treatment,  and  an  intellectual  discipline  judiciously  directed  bj 
capable  and  devoted  attendants — it  becomes  a  point  of  anxious  enquii 
ry  in  every  public  receptacle  of  the  insane — u  what  proportion  o 
insane  patients  aie  restored  to  the  full  possession  of  their  reason  ?"  an] 
"  what  proportion  are  amended  or  relieved  in  cases  where  an  entire 
restoration  to  reason  has  not  been  accomplished  !"     If  the  results  o: 
experience  in  the  treatment  of  insanity  during  past  years  in  this  insti 
tution  had  been  distinctly  reported,  we  are  sure,  that  the  data  suppliec 
would  only  corroborate  the  statements  in  other  sections  of  our  coun 
try,  where  it  has  been  proved,  that  few  or  no  instances  of  recover] 
occur  to  cheer  us  among  the  many  subjected  to  confinement  and  idle 
wess,  and  to  all  the  unfavorable,  irritating  and  provoking  influences  o 
the  "coercive  system1' — which  is  so  happily  calculated  to 'develop 
"the  mind's  various  and  extensive  capabilities  of  pain."     The  insai 
mind  not  recognising  the  justice  or  necessity  of  it,  feels  with  morbi 
distinctness  any  form  of  personal  restraint,  and  in  the  absence  of  oo 
cupation  or  amusement  to  relieve  the  irksomeness  of  confinement,  i 
grows  unhappy,  discontented  and  restless  ;  unless  soothed,  its  unfavol 
able  influence  is  manifested  by  functional  disorder;  sleep  and  appetU  % 
are  banished,  the  illusions  are  aggravated,  the  idea  of  outrage,  iudig 
nity  and  privation  engrosses  the  mind,  till  lashed  into  fury,  its  raving  Dn 
only  cease  with  physical  exhaustion.

unctions  of  the  body,  and  thus  a'ggravaU  the  derangement  Of  his  mind. 
)n  every  side  is  raised  up  an  insurmountable  barrier  against  his  reco- 
cry.  Cut  oiV  from  the  chanties  of  life,  endued  with  quick  sensibilities 
o  pain,  and  perpetually  stung  b)  annoyances,  w  Inch,  though  individu- 
v  small,  rise  by  constant  accumulation  to  agonies  ahno-l  beyond  the 
lower  of  mortal  sutlerance-,  if  his  exiled  mind  in  its  devious  wander- 

rer  approach  the  light  by  w  Inch  it  was  once  cheered  and  direct- 
d,  it  sees  every  tiling  unwelcoming,  every  thing  repulsive  and  hostile, 
ad  is  driven  away  into  returnless  banishment. 

From  the  absence  of  suitable  institutions  among  us,  the  insane  have 
-ecu  visited  with  a  heavier  doom  than  that  inflicted  upon  the  volun- 
irv  contemners  of  the  law.  They  have  been  condemned  as  no  cri- 
Itnal  ever  was  condemned,  and  have  suffered  as  no  criminal  ever  has 
ullered  The  code  by  which  they  have  been  judged,  denounces 
gainst  them  the  penalties  due  only  to  crime,  while  it  is  unmitigated 
y  any  oi  those  merciful  provisions,  which,  in  our  penal  code  attem- 
cr  justice  with  humanity.  Even  when  a  criminal  stands  convicted 
f  perpetrating  the  most  atrocious  crime,  the  benignity  of  the  law  ac- 
ompanies  him  to  the  rolitude  where  he  is  to  expiate  his  ollence.  He 
\  not  only  comfortably  clad  and  warmed,  and  fed  at  the  expense  of 
ie  state  which  inflicts  his  punishment,  but  he  is  supplied  with  the 
leans  of  moral  renovation,  and  when  those  proofs  of  penitence  and 
^formation  are  given,  which  it  is  in  his  own  power  to  furnish,  the 
ITS  relent  and  authorize  the  remission  of  his  sentence.  But  though 
le  insane  have   been  made  fellow  prisoners  with  the  criminal,  they 

^tiered,  if  not  from  the  privation  of  every  comfort  for  the  body, 
t  least  from  the  absence  of  every  solace  for  the  mind.  Yet  why 
BDUld  a  man  be  treated  even  as  a  criminal,  who,  by  universal  consent 
;  incapable  of  crime?  We  understand  what  is  signified  by  retribu- 
ons  for  guilt,  but  to  speak  of  retribution!  for  insanity,  does  violence 

<  ry   feeling  of  humanity   and  dictate  of  conscience.     Yet  this 

bed  class  of  our  fellow  beings  whose  only  oflence  is  what  others 
istly  regard  as  amongst  the  direst  of  calamities — as  incapable  of 
loral  guilt  as  unhappily  they  are  of  moral  consolation,  bave  been  re- 
•rded  by  our  laws  as  though  they  were  rather  the  objects  of  vni- 
eance  tfcan  of  commiseration.  And  were  a  system  DOW  to  be  devised, 
hose  express  object  it  should  be  to  drive  every  victim  of  insanity 
eyond  the  limits  of  hope,  it  would  scarcely  he  within  ihe  power  of 
ingenuity  to  BUggesI  one  more  infallible  than  that,  which, 
ir  so  mai  baa  been  in  practical  operation  amoi  I  That 

fstem  coul-1  advance  one   paramount  claim  to  preference.     In  ex-pe- 
ments  have  been  numerous,  and  navi  cvei  failed  in  render- 

ig  the  most  favorable  cases  of  insanity  incurable.     This  practice  re- 
sts upon  the  community  by  which  it  is  sanctioned.     To  say  nothing 
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of  the  amount  of  human  suffering,  it  has  caused,  it  cannot  be  doubte( 
that,  with  appropriate  treatment,  one  half  at  least  of  alt  the  lunatics, 
whose  support  must  now  continue  to  be  a  burden  upon  the  state  while 
they  live,  might  have  been  restored,  and  this  half  might  have  added  as 
much  to  the  resources  of  the  state,  as  the  other  would  have  subtracted 
from  them/'* 

The  result  would  be  far  different  if  the  insane  paupers  could  be 
properly  classed,  and  treated  on  the  "  non-restraining  principle,"  ai 
the  same  time  subjected  to  a  well  devised  medicinal  course,  calculated 
to  preserve  or  restore  bodily  health,  with  the  assistance  of  cleanliness 
exercise,  air,  and  suitable  diet;  while  meicy  and  kindness  character- 
ize the  deportment  of  their  nurses,  who  should  invariably  be  persons 
of  respectability,  with  experience,  benevolence,  dignity,  patience,  anx- 
ious watchfulness,  and  possessed  of  a  just  conception  of  their  peculiai 
duties.  u  As  far  as  in  any  manner  possible,  all  causes  of  mental  dis- 
quietude should  be  excluded  by  substituting  persuasion  for  force,  bj 
practising  forbearance,  mildness  and  all  the  nameless  offices  of  human 
ity,  and  by  imbuing  in  every  practicable  way,  the  minds  of  the  patient! 
with  a  new  set  of  pleasing,  cheerful,  grateful  and  benevolent  emotions 
In  fine,  the  whole  scheme  of  moral  treatment  is  embraced  in  a  singh 
idea — humanity, — the  law  of  love — that  sympathy  which  appropriate: 
another's  consciousness  of  pain,  and  makes  it  a  personal  relief  fron 
suffering,  whenever  another's  sufferings  are  relieved. "f 

This  cannot  now  be  termed  a  novel  mode  of  treating  insanity.  1 
was  introduced  into  France  upwards  of  fifty  years  ago,  with  triumph 
ant  success,  superseding  the  coercive  system,  the  standard  remediei 
of  which,  industriously  applied,  uhave  precipitated  thousands  of  in 
tellects  from  a  condition  of  temporary  danger  to  one  of  irretrievawV 
ruin."  When  the  functions  of  the  brain  and  general  nervous  systen 
are  disordered,  resulting  in  irregularity  of  action  and  chronic  deliri 
urn — can  fetters,  cheerless  confinement,  absence  of  occupation,  am! 
unceasing  tumult,  recall  harmonious  action,  and  assist  the  recuperativ- 
energies  of  the  mind  to  restore  u  an  immortal  nature  to  the  capacit; 
of  virtue,  and  the  enjoyment  of  happiness?"  Every  enlightenei 
mind — every  humane  heart  will  respond  in  the  negative.  Then  wh; 
is  our  state  so  backward  in  providing  a  home  for  her  destitute  insane 
where  medical  skill  may  unite  with  intelligent  benevolence  in  th 
good  work  of  allaying  the  morbid  excitement  of  the  brain,  and  regulat 
ing  the  disordered  actions  of  a  chaotic  intellect,  recalling  reason,  an< 
re-awaking  all  its  natural  sympathies  ?  To  this  class  of  her  citizens 
she  is  in  long  arrears.  u  One  of  the  strongest  if  not  one  of  the  frrst  prir 
ciples  of  social  obligation  arises  from  the  necessity  of  relief,  and  th 
ability  to  relieve.  And  when  does  a  man  so  urgently  require  the  ligi 
of  others  to  direct  his  steps  as  when  he  wanders  in  darkness 
When  does  he  stand  in  such  extremity  of  need  of  the  knowledge  an

agitated  by  passions  which   he   cannot  quell,  and  haunted  hy  forms  of 
terror,   which    the   living   energ]  of  his    nature  is  perpetually  calling 
■to  being,  but  cannot  disperse  ?    When  t\^'>  he  so  strenuous!  j  demand 

heir  -  -  when  his  OVVD   BOttl  II  like  a  living  wound,  and  he  has 

ost  all  power  of  distinguishing  between  the  sources  of  healing  and  of 

torture?  It  the  insane  have  done  nothing  to  foiled  the  claim  which 
nen  who  sutler  hare  hy  the  law  ot  uature,  upon  men  who  are  able  to 
)revent  that  suffering,  they  should    he  treated,  not  with  a  sole  regard 

0  the  security  of  Others,  hut  with  special  reference  also  to  their  own 
nisfortunes,  and  in  a  manner  adapted  to  shorten  their  duration,  or 
■fare  that  is  impossible,  at  least  to  mitigate  their  severity.      Even  if 

l  he  pulic  good  imperiously  demanded  the  coercion  of  the  insane,  it 
iivould  not  be  just  to  cast  them  into  hopeless  imprisonment,  thereby 
Jnaking  the  cause  of  their  confinement  remediless,  and  the  confinement 
tself  terminable  only  by  the  death  of  the  sutler  er.  In  its  practical 
I  feneration,  such  a  system  is  a  direct  consignment  of  human  beings  to 
the  long  protracted  and  mysterious  horrors  of  madness." 

On  the  other  hand,  what  has  been  the  practical  operation  of  the 
•eatment  opposed  to  this  system  of  coercion,  and  which  in  obedience 
;ith  the  laws  of  humanity,  substitutes  mildness  and  patient  persuasion 
xfcr  harshness  and   force — liberty,  exercise,  and  occupation  for  con- 
nement,  inactivity  and  idleness?     We  believe  we  cannot  better  serve 
he  class  of  lunatics,  whose  claims  we  wish  to  urge,  in  depicting  the 
iesul;s  which   have  been  realized  from  this  change,  than  by  again 
I  noting  the  language  of  one,  whose  eloquent  pen  has  so  vividly  de- 
picted the  inevitable  horrors  of  insanity,  when  neglected  or  deserted, 
bd  uttered  such  rich  appeals  in  behalf  of  those  whose  feelings  and 
;{  motions,  at  least,  may  be  soothed  and  subdued,  even  when  the  mteg- 

1  ity  of  their  intellects  cannot  be  restored. 

M  However  deeply  all  our  better  feelings  may  be  moved  by  the  re- 
jection that  so  many  of  our  fellow  beings,  under  the  auspicious  influ- 
-  of  this  institution,  have  already  been  restored  to  reason   and 
«eturned  to  bless  the  families  and  friends,  who,  under  ike  former  co- 
rcive  system  of  treatment,  would  have  mourned  their  loss  'without 
ope;'  yet  the  ameliorated  condition  of  such  as  have  not  been  recov- 
ered, we  regard  as  a  subject  of  equal  congratulation  among  men,  and 
ratitude  to  heaven.     No  one,  who  has  not  actually  seen  from  time  to 
me,  the  inmates  of  the  hospital,  can  comprehend  the  extent  of  the 
hange  which  has  taken  place  in  every  external  indication  that  marks 
oe  physical  and  moral  condition  of  a  human  being.    Many  who,  in  their 
aroxy-ins,  used  formerly  to  wound  and  lacerate  their  own  persons  to  a 
i  egree  that  threatened  life  itself,  now  habitual! \  N  an  ordinary 

egree  of  prudence  in  avoiding  the  common  causes  of  annoyance  and 
gjecident.  Not  less  than  one  hundred  of  those  brought  to  the  hospital 
*emed  to  reirard  human  beings  as  their  enemies,  and  their  fust  im- 
uUe  was  to  assail  them  with  open  or  disguised  force.  Now  th- 
re  not  more  than  twelve  who  offer  violence.  Of  forty  peiBOHI  u/ho 
)rmerly  divested  themselves  of  clothing,  even  in  the  mo^t  inclement 
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seasons  of  the  year,  only  eight  do  it  now.  Through  all  the  galleries 
there  is  far  less  susceptibility  to  excitement,  more  quietude,  more  ci 
vility  and  kindness  exercised  towards  each  other.  The  wailings  01 
the  desponding,  and  t lie  ravings  of  the  frantic  are  dispelled.  The  in 
ternal  change  is  legible  uponthe  countenance.  With  the  insane  it  ii 
emphatically  true,  that  the  dark  shadows  of  the  mind  are  visibly  pro 
jected  upon  the  face.  Hence,  from  the  alteration  which  has  in  manj 
instances  occurred  in  the  outward  aspect,  amounting  to  almost  a  changi 
in  identity,  there  may  be  inferred  a  corresponding  alteration  of  the  con- 
dition within.  The  deep  lines  of  anguish  have  been  obliterated  01 
softened,  whose  sharp  engravings  were  begun  many  years  ago  in  des- 
pair. The  wide  circle  and  heart-sickening  variety  of  horrors,  exhi- 
bited by  the  inmates  when  first  brought  together,  have  been  greatlj 
reduced  in  extent,  and  mitigated  in  quality."* 

Among  the   means  conducive  to  so  favorable  a  result,  no  one  ii 
more  important  than  the  principle  of  never  allowing  a  patient  to  con 
tinue  idle,  if  at  all  in  a  condition  of  general  health  admitting  his  en 
gaging  in   light  or   laborious   occupations.      The   mental   revulsioi 
induced  by  labor,  prevents  the  morbid  illusions  and  the  real  or  fanci 
ed  sufferings  from  wholly  engrossing  the  attention.     Gardening,  farm 
ing,  or  mechanical   operations — particularly  if  the  patient  has  beei 
%ccustomed  to  them,  encourages  cheerfulness  and  contentment,  promoti 
ing  at  the  same  time  refreshing  sleep  and  appetite — the  health  bei 
comes  improved,  and  the  mind  invigorated.     The  anticipation  of  th< 
benefits  of  labor,  or  the  contemplation  of  its  results  is  also  effectual  ii 
awakening  a  feeling  of  satisfaction,  and  self  respect,  which  greatl 
aids  the  patient  in  controlling  any  disposition  to  violence  and  i 
decency,   and  in   banishing  unpleasant  impressions,  and  feelings 
irritation  and  degradation.      Of  course  during  the  vascular  and  ner 
ous  excitement  frequently  existing  in  the  early  stages,  rest,  seclusio 
and  quiet  will  best  allay  diseased  irritability  of  body  and  mind ;  b 
as  this  disappears,  exercise  and  employment  adapted  to  the  conditi 
of  the  patient,  promotes  convalescence  and  strengthens  the  mental  a 
bodily  powers,  greatly  aiding  the  medicinal  treatment  in  removing  t 
functional  derangement  in  that  portion  of  the  physical  system 
brain  and  nerves,  which  causes  insanity. 

We  might  also  quote  evidence  to  show  the  beneficial  influence  o 
introducing  Sabbath  services  within  the  confines  of  an  asylum,  judil 
ciously  arranged  and  conducted  ;  and  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  pat 
tienfs,  pleased  if  allowed  to  attend,  behave  with  great  propriety.  Bu 
we  have  already  far  exceeded  our  prescribed  limits,  and  must  resigi 
the  subject  to  the  charge  of  a  more  able  and  experienced  advocate. 

It  cannot  be  necessary  to  dwell  longer,  upon  the  uncharitableness  0 
sending  our  insane  paupers  into  alms-houses,  where  it  is  impracticabh 
to  command  the  yaried  and  nicely  adjusted  means  best  calculated  U 
recall,  and  re-establish  physical  and  mental  health.  What  inconceiva 
ble  good  might  have  resulted  from  the  expenditure  of  a  comparatively  in

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considerable  sum  years  ago,  in  the  establishment  of  a  state  lunatic 
asylum! — I  large  proportion  of  those,  who  must  now  he  i  burden 
upon  ihe  community  as  long  as  they  live,  might  have  been  restored  to 
their  families,  to  happiness  and  to  usefulm 

When  msmity  was  scarce!)  looked  upon  as  a  legitimate  subject  f<>r 
curative  treatment,  alms-hous-s  were  selected  as  suitable  places  for 
the  safe  confinement  of  the  ui  fortunate  subjects  of  it.  But  are  they 
to  be  so  regarded  now?  We  trust  not. — Convinced  that  the  want  of 
1  well  endowed  Pauper  State  Lunatic  As\lum  is  a  serious  evil,  the 
■Mgnitode  of  which  should  be  pressed  upon  the  notice  of  our  people 
and  our  government — we  venture  thus  to  entreat  you  earnestly  to  plead 
for  its  removal; — feeling  assured,  that  the  intelligent  body  of  a  people, 
whose  enterprize  and  determination  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  pro- 
mote the  true*  and  permanent  interests  of  their  state,  and  fellow-citizens 
at  large,  have  induced  the  expenditure  of  millions  in  rail  roads,  canals, 
and  various  other  internal  improvements,  will  promptly  r<  spond  to  the 
cry  for  relief,  and  advocate  the  desired  provision  for  their  destitute 
insane,  if  made  to  comprehend  its  necessity.  Such  an  institution, 
assuming  a  high  rank  among  our  state  enterprizes,  would  prove  a  bles- 
ing  to  a  helpless,  and  heretofore  neglected  class  of  our  people,  and 
continue  an  admired  monument  of  her  benevolence.

tity  of  unsound  fish  at  Mrs.  Wall's  stall,  as  was  evident  from  the  smel 
near  it,  which  was  very  offensive;  that  Muller,  taking  with  him  tht 
other  defendants,  went  to  Mrs.  Wall's  stall  and  ordered  her  immedi 
ately  to  remove  the  fish  out  of  the  market  which  she  postively  refused 
to  do,  alleging  that  her  fish  were  sound  and  good,  and  that  the  offen- 
sive smell  proceeded  from  fish  an  on  adjacent  stall;  Muller  persisting 
in  his  order  to  take  the  fish  of  Mrs.  Wall  out  of  the  market,  and  she 
continuing  to  refuse,  he  directed  his  two  assistants  to  take  them  out 
to  the  public  commons,  which  was  done,  and  they  were  thrown  there 
as  worthless,  and  lost  to  the  plaintiff.  A  number  of  witnesses  were 
examined  as  to  the  quality  of  the  fish,  who  gave  great  diversity  of  tes- 
timony as  to  their  soundness,  tending  to  prove  that  a  portion  of  thera 
was  sound,  and  a  portion  of  them  unsound  in  various  degrees.  The; 
justice  gave  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  against  all  three  defen- 
dants for  the  full  value  of  all  the  fish,  from  which  judgment  the  defen- 
dants appealed  to  Baltimore  County  Court,  where  the  case  was  tried- 
de  novo,  before  the  court,  to  whom  the  same  testimony  was  given  a9 
before  the  justice;  and  on  prayer  of  the  counsel  of  the  defendantsj 
the  Court,  (Judges  Archer  and  Magruder  present,)  gave  the  following 
opinion  and  decision.  "  We  are  of  opinion,  that  the  defendants  being; 
public  officers,  acting  in  obedience  to  the  requisitions  of  the  ordinary 
ces  of  the  city,  and  without  any  evidence  of  malice  on  their  part ; 
but  under  circumstances  calculated  to  induce  us  to  believe,  that  they 
exercised  their  best  skill,  diligence,  and  caution  in  the  discharge  ol 
their  duty,  are  not  responsible  in  damages  to  the  plaintiff.  The  judgl 
ment  will  therefore  be  reversed.  "  The  Court  in  giving  their  opinion 
referred  to  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of  Craia 
and  Barron,  against  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  bi 
which  the  judgments  of  Baltimore  County  Court  in  that  and  several 
other  cases  were  reversed. 

Another  case  to  which  the  city  was  not  a  party,  was  decided  bj 
the  Court  of  Appeals  at  their  last  session,  in  which  some  important 
questions  relating  to  the  rights  of  riparian  proprietors  to  wharvcj 
constructed  adjacent  to  their  lands  bind  on  the  navigable  waters  with 
in  the  city,  are  involved  :  but  as  no  opinion  in  writing  has  yet  beef 
given  by  the  court,  the  particular  points  decided  cannot  now  be  dej 
tailed  with  sufficient  certainty. 

Several  decisions  have  been  made  by  justices  of  the  peace  in  triali 
before  them  on  the  construction  of  various  ordinances  of  the  city,  b 
as  those  decisions  have  not  been  appealed  from  to  Court  for  superv 
sion,  they  are  not  deemed  to  be  such  in  their  influence  or  effect 
were  intended  to  be  reported  as  guides  or  authority  in  regulating  th 
conduct  or  decisions  of  others. 

It  is  deemed  proper,  however,  to  notice  a  very  recent  decision 
Baltimore  County  Court,  on  the  trial  of  an  appeal  by  David  Stewl 
from  the  judgment  of  a  jus; ice  of  the  peace  in  favor  of  the  May 
and  City  Council,  for  a  penally  alleged  to  be  incurred  by  a  breach 
the  fourteenth  section  of  "an  Ordinance  to  preserve  the  health  of  tl 
city  of  Baltimore,"  in  not  complying  with  a  notice  from  the  Presided
